The following arrangements will be in force with regard to the buying of the 1939 Cotton 
Crop produced on Native Trust Lands. 

An auction sale will be held at the Queen Victoria Memorial Hall, Blantyre, commencing at 
10. a.m. on Monday 38rd July, 1939. 

At that sale there will be put up to auction separately all the seed cotton that will be brought 
to each individual Gazetted market or in certain cases to an individual Gazetted market and a 
subsidiary market to be sold with it. 

Bidding will be by 82nds of a penny per lb. of seed cotton of 1st Grade. The highest bidder 
will be entitled and required to receive all cotton brought during the season to the market he 
has bought. 

Bidding will be based on the value of American Middling January futures at the close of 
business at Friday noon on June 80th. This value will be announced at the auction. 

Government will thereafter be informed weekly of the value of January futures at noon each 
Friday by cable. Should the price of January futures on any Friday exceed the price on the 30th 
June by 12 points the buyer will be required to pay s'zd. more per lb. than the price bid at the 
auction for each rise of 12 points. Similary should the price fall by 12 points the price to be paid 
will be reduced by s'zd. of a penny for each 12 points below the price on June 80th. 

In the event of a rise or fall of 12 points or more the Director of Agriculture will inform 
buyers and markets by telegram and the new price will come into force on the following Monday. 

Cotton will be purchased in three Grades, 

1st Grade, which shall be unstained cotton free from foreign matter in excess of 5% by weight. 

2nd Grade, which may be slightly stained but shall be free from foreign matter in excess of 5%. 

3rd Grade, which shall be any other merchantable cotton. 

Standard grade samples will be produced at the auction for inspection and the purchaser of a 
market will be required to purchase 2nd and 8rd grade cotton offered at that market at a price not 
lower than half the price of 1st grade for 2nd grade and quarter the price of 1st grade for 3rd grade. 

There will be no obligation on the part of the purchaser of a market to buy any mixed grades 
offered. 

The date and periods of opening markets will be fixed by Government subsequent to the auction 
but the convenience of buyers will be considered and proposals discussed with them immediately 
after the auction. 

Estimates of the amount of seed cotton expected at each market will be furnished by the 
Director of Agriculture immediately before the auction but no responsibility for the accuracy of 
these estimates will be taken by Government or the Agricultural Department.

A request was addressed by me to the Secretary of State in May, 1989, that representations 
should be made to the Government of Canada with a view to the application of the British 
Preferential Tariff in Canada to Nyasaiand produce exported to Canada via the port of Beira. In 
normal circumstances this Tariff is only applied to the produce of a British country when conveyed 
direct to a sea, lake or river port of Canada without trans-shipment, save at a port in a British 
possession. It was pointed out that the required condition could only be met if goods from 
Nyasaland were exported from a port in the Union of South Africa while the British Preferential 
Tariff is applied by the Government of Canada to produce of Southern Rhodesia exported through 
the nearest seaport accessible to the Colony. 


2. The Government of Canada has been pleased to accede to the request of the Government 
of Nyasaland and the Department of National Revenue has instructed Collectors of Customs in the 
Dominion to admit Nyasaland goods, shipped by way of Beira, at British Preferential Tariff rates, 
arrangements being made from time to time for the remission of the difference in duty between 
the British Preferential Tariff and the most favoured nation rates otherwise applicable to goods 
imported from Portuguese East Africa.

HE Acting Governor directs the publication, for general information, of the following telegraphic 
communication which His Excellency has received from the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. 
1. “Following skilled tradesmen, etc. are required by Army and Royal Air Force. It will be 
appreciated that men required shonld be really efficient and not merely e.g. garage hands or 
mates:— 


Army: Blacksmiths, blacksmith’s strikers, boot and shoe repairers, bricklayers, carpenters, 
coach painters, coach trimmers, conereters, coppersmiths, dental mechanics, dispensers, draughts- 


men, electricians, fitters and fitters’ erectors (including elec’ al fitters, but not tool fitters), 
gunsmiths, instrument makers and repairers, masons, motor drivers (with heavy goods licences) 
motor mechanics, overhead linesinen and wiremen, plumbers, radiographers, sawyers, stationary 
engine drivers, store clerks, storekeepers (motor), stokers, telegraph fitters and mechanics, 
tinsmiths, turners, upholsterers, warehousemen, watch and clock makers and repairers, welders, 
wireless engineers and mechanics. 


Air Force: Engine fitters, wireless and electrical mechanics, instrument makers, armour 
fittors. electricians, instrument repairers, qualified pilots (i.e. men holding Air Ministery ‘“B” 
licence: men who have at any time served as pilots with Royal Air Force, its reserves, or in Auxiliary 
Air Force and are in regular flying practice: men holding Air Ministry “A” licence with minimum 
of 250 hours solo flying experience).

In these dangerous days all parts 
of the Empire must be ready against the hour 
of trial if it come, which God forbid, and this 
Bill is the first step—short as it may be —on the 
road towards readiness.

W. TaitT-BowIk asked the 
following Question of which notice had been 


given :--- 


T desire to call attention to the Notice issued 
by the Medical Department to the public, dated 
the 8rd February, 1939, reading: — “ The sale 
of medical stores by the Medical Department 
to the public is to be discontinued as from the 
26th January, 1939,” and to ask whether, 
having in view the effect such stoppage will 
have on the Native community, the Government 
intend to act in the terms of this Notice? If 
that is the intention of the Government, will 
the Government explain why they are departing 
from a practice of the past, ignoring the recom- 
mendation of the Financial Commissioner and 
reversing the majority decision arrived at 
at the demi-official meeting of Legislative 
Council held in Zomba on the 14th November, 
1938 ? 

THE Hoy. Dr. H. S. DE BOER replied as 
follows :— 


The notice to which the Honourable Member 
refers was issued by the Medical Department 
with the authority of the Government and the 
intention is to act in accordance with its terms, 
except that in so far as Missions engaged in 
medical services are concerned, the matter of the 
sale or of the free issue of medical stores is still 
under investigation. 

As regards employers of labour the decision 
to discontinue the practice previously obtaining 
was taken for the reasons that employers 
themselves are liable under Section 15 of the 
Employment of Natives Ordinance for the 
supply of medicines to their employees 
during illness and that the Government does 
not consider it to be in the public interest 
itself to undertake the service of supply for 
which it is satisfied adequate facilities are 
provided by private enterprise. 

RESOLUTIONS. 


APPROPRIATION OF FUNDS FROM 1937. 

THE Hon. THE ACTING TREASURER moved 
the following Resolution :— 

3¢ it resolved that this Honourable Council 
do approve the appropriation of a sum of forty- 
five pounds nine shillings and tenpence from 


the revenues and other funds of the Protectorate 


during the year ended on the 81st day of 
December, 1937. 
He said: This Resolution has become 


necessary owing to an accounting error made 
by & Sub-Accountant whereby sundry payments 
totalling £45 9s. 10d. in connection with the 
service of the year 1937 were made on the 1st 
January, 1938, but these payments were posted 
in the Cash book as if paid before the close of 
business on the 81st day of December, 1937. 
The ctfect of this action on the part of the 
Sub-Accountant was to appropriate a sum of 
£45 9s. 10d. from surplus balances without 
authority. The authority is now sought from 
this Honourable Council. 

The Resolution was seccnded, put and carried, 
nem. con. 


THE LICENSING ORDINANCE. 


THE Hon. THe ACTING 
the following Resolution :— 


Be it resolved that this Council do consent 
to an order to be made by the Governor under 
Section 4 of the Licensing Ordinance, amending 
Schedule I to the said Ordinance by adding 
thereto the following items :— 


TREASURER moved 


9. Onapplication by a non-native 
for the issue of an original licence 
or for the transfer of an existing 


licenee 10s. Od. 
10. On application by a native for 

the issue of an original licence or for 

the transfer of an existing licence 1s. Od. 


He said: Sir, the fee of 10/- payable by a 
non-native on application for an original trading 
licence or for transfer of an existing licence 
is prescribed by Section eleven, Sub-section one, 
of the Licensing Ordinance. It is desirable, 
however, that all fees payable under the 
Ordinance should be set forth in Schedule I 
thereto and, later in the day, I shall beg leave 
to move an amendment to the Ordinance 
giving effect to this. 


There is no alteration in the amount of the fee 
payable by a non-native but item 10. prescribes 
for the first time the fee payable by a native 
as 1j-. [t will be appreciated that, if approved, 
this resolution will be inoperative until the 
Bill to amend the Licensing Ordinance has 
passed into Law. 


The Resolution was seconded, put and carried, 
nem, Con. 


REPORT OF STANDING COMMITTEE ON 


FINANCE. 
THE Hoy. THE ACTING TREASURER. Sir, I 
beg to present the Report of the Standing 


Committee on Finance. 


“Tn accordance with Standing Order No. 382A, 
we have the honour to report that since the 
Council met in September, 1938, expenditure 
totalling £28,525 in respect of the financial year, 
1988, and £7,458 in respect of the financial year 
1939, as detailed in the attached Schedules of 
Additional Provision has been approved except 
for a payment of £37, 15s. made to an official in 
respect of lodging allowance when attending a 
course of instruction undertaken on his own 


initiative and not at the instance of Government. 
Formal ratification for the additional expenditure 
is now sought. 

“9. The Unofficial Members desire to record 
however that the payment of £275 to an 
Insurance company in refund of compensation 
paid by that Company creates a dangerous 
precedent and raises the question of the 
desirability of Government effecting insurance 
against third party risks”. 


I beg to move the following Resolution—Be it 
resolved that this Honourable Council do 
approve ix toto the expenditure as specified in 
the Schedule attached to the Report. 


THE Hon. W. TaiT-BowIe, I take it that the 
motion that the expenditure be approved in toto 
means the whole of the Schedule including the 
£37, 15s. Od. I may say that the Unofticial 
Members do not approve the Schedule in toto 
but approve it subject to the deduction of 
£37, 15s. Od. I do not wish to take up the time 
of this Honourable Council in speaking at any 
length ; but a principle is involved here and it 
was fully discussed by the Finance Committee. 
We considered that where an official undertakes 
at his own special request a course of instruction 
which, although it may benefit the Protectorate 
in which he is working, will benefit the 
individual more, and that instruction is taken 
and the payment for that instruction is met by 
the Government, it is asking too much for his 
subsistence while undertaking that instruction 
to be paid by the Protectorate. A great benefit 
accrues to the official and we consider that this 
is suflicient ; we object—in fact object strongly— 
to the payment of £37, 15s. Od. for subsistence 
allowance. 


We are not objecting to the payment of £275 
in respect of the insurance claim. We have 
discussed that matter and J take it the reasons 
why we raised the question have been fully 
dealt with. But there is a precedent involved 
which must be considered, and a very dangerous 
one; that is, Government undertaking liability 
for third party risks. 

THE HON. THE ACTING TREASURER. This 
item of subsistence allowance was paid to an 
official who took a course of instruction at Home 
with the approval of Government. It is trne 
that in the first instance he asked for Govern- 
ment assistance but Government approved of 
the proposal and undertook to pay the expenses 
of the course. Under the Regulations, Sir, 
when courses are taken at the instance of 
Government a lodging or subsistence allowance 
of 5;- per night is paid while the ofticial is away 
from his place of normal residence. When 
Government approves of a course taken at the 
request of the officer it is also usual to pay this 
allowance. This £87, 15s. Od. has been paid 
and the Seeretary of State has approved of the 
payment. 


As regards the second item that has been 
submitted to Government for consideration. It 
is not a question of payment but a question of 
principle. 

His Excennency. It is not quite clear 
whether the Honourable Member maintains his 
objection here as well as in Finance Committee, 
and it is also not clear whether the Honourable 
Member wishes to press his abjection to a 
division in this Council. 


THe Hon. W. Tait Bowl. I do wish to press 
the matter to a division. I have not the 
slightest intention of going into the details of 
this special case. The course was taken with 
the approval of the Government, as has been 
mentioned by the Hon. the Acting Treasurer. 
But it was following on a request by the 
individual. There is a great deal in this 
guestion and I would like to ask for a division. 


HIs EXCELLENCY. This is a Government 
motion and will be taken to a division. Before 
putting it to the vote, I should like to express 
the opinion that it is unfortunate that the 
Standing Finance Committee should not reach 
agreement on a point of this nature, and I 
should jike it understood that in future when 
there is disagreement in the Standing Finance 
Committee Government, which is responsible 
for introducing these motions, should be ad\ ised 
beforehand, so that it may resolve that 
disagreement before the matter is brought to 
Council. 


TuE Won. W. Tair BowIlE. This matter has 
been discussed not once, but over and over 
again ; and it was the unanimous opinion of the 
Unofficial Members that it should not be passed. 
I do not know what more we ought to or could 
have done. The Finance Committee are always 
anxious to come to agreement and though the 
Unofticial Members sometimes have objections 
they very often waive these for the sake of 
harmony. But lately expenditure has been 
incurred, or agreement to incur expenditure has 
heen entered into, which cannot be got out of. 
Reference to the Secretary of State has been 
made for permission to incur expenditure and 
the expenditure has been incurred prior to any 
submission to the Finance Committee; and the 
feeling of the Finance Committee is, at present, 
that it takes up an enormous amount of time— 
we have two and three and sometimes four 
mectings a month—we are anxious to do our best 
but we think we are being made fools of if we 
are asked to approve, advise, and express an 
opinion on, expenditure which has already been 
incurred. That is why we are taking a stand 
on this very small amount of £37, 15s. Od. We 
could have taken it on a larger amount on the 
same principle. 


His EXcELLENCY. 


I appreciate the Senior 
Unofticial Member’s point. He will forgive me 
if I do not elaborate it at this moment. I will 
put the resolution. I understand the money has 
been paid and the Secretary of State has 
approved the payment. 


THE HON. THE ACTING TREASURER. Yes Sir. 


The Resolution was put to the vote and on a 
division was passed by 5 votes to 8, one Member 
abstained from voting. 


AMENDMENTS TO CUsTroMs TARIrF. 


TuE Hon. THE ACTING TREASURER. I beg 
leave to withdraw Resolution (iv) as shown in 
the Order of the Day in consequence of a cable 
just received from the Secretary of State which 
the Honourable the Acting Chief Secretary has 
seen. 

MOTION. 


Tne Hon. W. Tarr Bowe. I ask per- 
mission, Sir, to move that in view of the import- 
ance of the Question and the bearing it has on 


the native community time may be set aside for 
a discussion of the matters raised in the 
Question. 


Ido not intend to take up much of the time 
of this Honourable Council. This question of 
the issue of medical stores to private dispen- 
saries is in my opinion only a very small part of a 
very much larger question. In the Answer that 
we have received it is stated that employers are 
liable under Section 15 of the Employment of 
Natives Ordinance to supply medicine. That is 
well understood. It was understood long before 
the Ordinance was brought into force and long 
before Government came to Nyasaland, for the 
early settlers carried with them the principle 
that they should attend to the welfare of the 
natives. In recent years the attendances of 
natives at private dispensarics has increased 
enormously and I will give an instance of one 
dispensary on one of our Estates. Last year 
there were 45,673 treatments of which 9,169 
were new cases; and of these new cases 8,016 
were not employees; they were friends and 
relatives of the employees. Now, Sir, these 
dispensaries are looked after in many cases by 
Hospital Assistants who receive training from 
X ons and in some cases have been admitted 
to the roll of the Medical Sub-Register. The 
point I want to make is that the natives are 
attending private dispensaries in increasing 
numbers. The dispensaries are fulfilling a very 
useful function and the supply of dressings and 
medical stores has proved of cnormous advan- 
tage to those who attend. But I am prepared 
to withdraw the motion if the Honourable the 
Director of Medical Services will assure me that 
he will at a very early date enter into discussion 
with the larger employers of labour and public 
bodies to sce how these services can be 
extended—not restricted—to private enterprise. 
Two years ago discussion took place between 
one industry and a Medical Officer to see if we 
could secure his whole-time services. Difficulty 
arose in achieving continuity, and also further 
difficulties were that we thought he should to 
some extent be under the control of the Director 
of Medical Services. That particular man has 
left the country. Is it realized what effect this 
decision will have on the natives? I think the 
time has come when some of these dis- 
pensaries—if not all-—certainly those which are 
properly run-—might come under a certain 
supervision of the Medical Department. We 
are anxious to do our best and we want help 
and guidance and there is a distinct danger in 
semi-trained Africans acting as dispensers on 
on their own, without technical guidance. The 
idea then gets about that they (the Hospital 
Assistants) possess knowledge and skill which 
they can use in the villages and this may lead 
to practices which are not altogether desirable. 
Tam leaving the question, the purely monetary 
one of the supplying of inedical stores at cost 
price, if the Director of Medical Services will 
meet us so that we may come down to some 
scheme of mutual help. It is not only a matter 
of stores and dressings, it includes sanitation 
and housing; and if all these questions could 
be gone into sympathetically between Govern- 
ment and ourselves we may achieve something 
more than we are doing—much more. If I can 
be assured of this meeting I will withdraw the 
Motion. 


Tue Hox. P. W. SKERRET. Ido not quite 
know whether the Senior Unofticial Member has 
put forward a Motion. If so it will have to be 


seconded. Have [ your permission to debate 
the question Sir? 
Tue TWox. Captain W. H. Evans. I beg 


to second the motion. 


His Excentency. In view of what the 
Senior Unofficial Member has said perhaps you 
will be content to offer a few observations. 


THE Ilon. P. W. SKERRETT. I would prefer 
if it were possible that the question of Govern- 
ment dealing in medical stores be dealt with at 
the present session of the Council. 


I regret very much that this is one of the 
rare occasions on which Iam unable to see eye 
to eye with the Senior Unofficial Member. 
Always we Unofficial Members endeavour to 
work together as a team and to support each 
other in our opinions: almost invariably we 
succeed in achieving unanimity. But, Sir, you 
will recognise and I am sure that the Senior 
Member will recognise, too, that occasion must 
sometime arise when individual opinions must 
prove irreconcilable, however hard we try to 
find a formula. This is the first of such occa- 
sions since I have been a member of this 
Honourable Council, and my regret at not being 
able to agree with the Senior Unofticial Member 
is rendered even deeper by the high regard I 
have for his abilities, his financial acumen and 
his statesmanship. 


As I view the question, by Government deal- 
ing in Medical Stores, they are breaking the 
principle “that no Government should indulge 
in trading.” It isa principle which should be 
rigidly adhered to, as once such a precedent is 
established it is impossible to guarantee where 
it may lead to. 


Speaking on behalf of the trading community 
and especially those dealing in drugs, chemicals, 
surgical dressings, ete., if Government elects to 
trade in these also, then such stores will be sold 
at a price at which no business firm can 
compete. I maintain that traders should be 
immune from such competition, because by law 
they are compelled to pay Government an 
annual licence to deal in them. 


As the Honourable Unofficial Member has 
pointed out, the planting community were well 
aware of the Ordinance which provides that 
sufficient medical attention shall be given to 
their employees. I think all these companies 
were aware of this Ordinance and many before 
they commenced operations in this territory; 
by virtue of commencing these operations they 
acceded to that Ordinance. 


Now there is a further section in this 
Ordinance which if you will allow me I will 
read. It is section 15 (B). 


“During the period of service of any 
employee employed at such distance from 
his home as to render it impossible for him 
to return to his home at the conclusion of 


his daily work, the employer shall at his 
own expense cause such employee to be 
properly fed and to be supplied with 


sufficient and proper means of cooking.” 


In my opinion it must be admitted that the 
supply of food rations is of the major import- 
ance, yet we do not hear of any requests that 
Government should procure stocks of maize and 
beans or import some thousands of tons of salt 
for issue at cost price; and I think the Medical 
Authorities will bear me out when I say that 
salt is a more important drug or chemical than 
any other in the whole of the British Pharma- 
copeia. 


One could go on quoting similar reasous or 
arguments like this ad infiniti: for 
instance (and again the Medical authorities will 
bear me out when I say “ prevention is better 
than cure”) why not request Government to 
import and trade in supplies of biankets and 
clothing, for the reason if the labour kept 
warm and cosy, there wiil not be tlie liability to 
contract pneumonia and similar illnesses. 


Now, Sir, it may be said that the price of tea 
is falling; yet at a meeting held in January 
this year, the Chairman of a certain company 
stated that their company had received 14d. per 
lb. less for its tea than in 1937, but notwith- 
standing this a profit for the year of £35,181 
was made ona working capital of £127,656, or 
very nearly 28% return. 


I do not know the amount spent by this 
company in medical stores, but L submit even if 
that amount were doubled, through buying in 
the open market (and I do not think it would be 
doubled through buying in the open market) 
that the extra expenditure would have but the 
minutest effect on such large profits. 


Now the instances I have quoted, Sir, are not 
the exception but the rule. In the press I have 
noticed there are also other companies. 

His ExceLuENcy. I hope the Honourable 
Unofiicial Member will confine himself to the 
Motion before the Council. 


Tne Hon. P. W. SKERRETT. May I say 
another company has declared a dividend of 30% 
to its shareholders after providing huge amounts 
for its reserves. A further company provided 
a dividend of 50% to its shareholders after 
making very great reserves for the future and 
another company which has recently started 

| was able to put aside a large amount after 
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providing for ordinary expenditure in promoting 
the company. The reasons T have used these 
figures, Sir, is because I submit these companies 
are very well able to buy their medical stores 
in the open market and that in doing so they 
are only being placed on a par with companies 
in all other Protectorates and Colonies. 


Reference has been made to the Bell Report, 
may | further quote it by referring to page 279, 
paragraph 2, line 15, which reads :— 

“So far from making large profits, the rail- 
ways concerned cannot meet those labilities 
which are guaranteed by Government and 
are now a serious embarrassment. In short 
av reduction of rates must be borne in the 
long run, either by Government and there- 
fore by the N wind taxpayer, or by aid 
from H.M. Treasury.” 
Therefore, as Government stores have the 

advantage of a large rebate off railway rates, I 
submit the taxpayers of Nyasaland are indirect- 
ly assisting these large companics in) making 


~ 


dividends for their shareholders, which seems to 
me entirely wrong in principle and moreover 
benefiting one section of the community at the 
expense of the remainder of the population. 


There was another recommendation in Sir 
Robert Bell's report and one which the Hon. 
Mr. Tait Bowie entirely supported and that was 
that Government trading in tyres and tubes 
should be abolished. 


Why then, if it is wrong to trade in tyres and 
tubes is it right to trade in drugs and dressings ? 


It has been stated that apart from the actual 
labour being treated and given medicines there 
are all the relations, hangers-on, ete., who also 
receive free medical treatment. This is very 
laudable, and 1 admire their philanthropy ; but 
I maintain that it is purely voluntary, so there- 
fore should not be set up as an argument in 
favour of Government selling medical stores. 


In conclusion, Sir, may T venture to suggest 
that those in this Honourable Council who are 
interested one way or the other abstain from 
voting on this question. 


His ExceEnLency. Before the Honourable 
the Director of Medical Services makes the 
remarks which I know he is burning to make, 
I would remind Council that Government has 
accepted the Motion “that time be set aside” for 
discussion of this question. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. On a 
point of order I suggest that the amendment 
of the original Motion be seconded and voted 
upon and if defeated time can be set aside for 
discussion. 


THE Hon. Dr. H. S. de Borr. I really am 
myself not very clear what Motion I am going 
to speak to or on. I understood from the 
Honourable Member who moved the original 
Motion that he wished to withdraw his Motion 
and not enter into any discussion here, but that 
he was prepared and wished to take a much 
broader view of the whole question of the care 
of the African employee in private employ ; and 
that he asked that I myself as Director of 
Medical Services should meet the unofficial 
bodies and leaders and various owners and 
managers of companies and people interested in 
employment of labour and in their care, both 
strictly medical and also general. We should 
then discuss these problems on broad lines 
rather than limit ourselves to the mere subject 
of the provision of drugs and dressings. If it is 
the intention of the Honourable Member to 
withdraw his Motion in these terms I would 
like Your Excellency to say that I view the 
proposal with considerable sympathy. Ever 
since I have taken charge of the Medical Depart - 
ment J have felt that the medical services 
generally throughout the country were being 
dissipated and badly-needed funds were being 
wasted away in the provision of drugs and 
dressings not only at unofficial dispensaries but 
even in Government dispensaries, and that this 
expenditure was having little, if any, effect on 
the health of the native. Hence, if Unofficial 
Members propose to discuss how best we can 
improve the health of the native by co-operation 
I have nothing further to say except that I 
welcome any expression of views and mectings 
on the subject. The views of the Government 


on the Motion have already been given in the 
Answer to the question asked by the Honourable 
Member and I do not think I am called on to 
say more. 


His EXceELLency. I ask the Honourable 
Unofticial Member who spoke last whether the 
matter has been ventilated sufliciently and 
whether he wishes to withdraw his Amendment. 
It means no more than to withdraw the Motion 
that this Question should be debated in this 
Council. The reason I have allowed consider- 
able elasticity on this subject was to get it 
ventilated, and if all Honourable Unofficial 
Members will withdraw their Motions that will 
resolve all difficulties and help the work of the 
Council. 


THE Hon. W. Tarr Bowre. That was 
exactly what I wanted. T wish to withdraw my 
Motion. 


His ExcenLency. Before closing the dis- 
cussion I would like to associate myself with the 
remarks of the Mover of the original Motion and 
the Director of Medical Services. I am not 
entirely unfamiliar with the problems attaching 
to the provision of medical and health services 
which face estate-owners and I am also com- 
pletely familiar with Dr. de Boer's—if I may 
refer to the Director of Medical Services by 
name--capacity for overcoming all obstacles, 
obstacles which other men might regard as 
completely insuperable. As 2 result of the 
conversations which will ensue between Dr. de 
Boer and estate-owners I am sure we shall see 
a great advance in medical services not only on 
estates but throughout the Protectorate. 


SUSPENSION OF STANDING ORDERS. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY. 
Sir, I beg leave to move that the Standing 
Orders relating to the passage of Bills be 
suspended to enable the Bills listed on the Order 
of the Day to pass through their various stages 
at the current meeting of the Council. 


The motion was seconded, put and carried. 
nem. con. 


BILLS. 
THE LICENSING (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ACTING TREASURER. moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Licensing 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


Tue Hon. THE ACTING TREASURER. Sir. I 
beg to move that a Bill entitled an Ordinance 
to amend the Licensing Ordinance be read a 
second time. 


The object of this Bill is to empower the 
Governor to prescribe by order, with the con- 
sent of Legislative Council obtained by Resolu- 
tion, the fees payable in respect of an application 
for a licence or for the transfer of any existing 
trading licence. As the Ordinance now stands 
such fees are prescribed by Section 11 and any 
alteration or deletion thereform necessitates au 
amending Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, andthe Bill was 
read a second time 


THE HIGH CocurRT PRACTICE AND PROCEDURE 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THe Won. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the High Court 
Practice and Procedure Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. Sir, I 
bez to move that a Bill entitled an Ordinance to 
amend the High Court Practice and Procedure 
Ordinance be read a second time. 


The present practice in this Protectorate in 
relation to the High Court is that which was in 
force in England in 1926. Since that date the 
annual practice or “White” book as it is 
familiarly called has been amended from time to 
time and the object of this Bill is merely to 
apply to the High Court here the practice which 
is now in force or in use in England. I! may 
add that His Honour the Judge and members of 
the legal profession in the Protectorate have 
approved the introduction of this legislation. 


Seconded, put and carried and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


THe GAME (AMENDMENT) BILL. 

THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to amend the Game 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY. 
Sir, [ beg to move that a Bill entitled an 
Ordinanve to amend the Game Ordinance be 
read a second time. 


The object of this Bi!l, as stated in the objects 
and reasons, is to implement Article 9 of the 
London Convention for the Protection of the 
Flora and Fauna of Africa to which Convention 
this Government is « party. When this Bill 
becomes law the legislation of the Protectorate 
will conform in every respect to the require- 
ments of the Convention in so far as the 
requirements need to be satisfied by Ordinances 
enacted by this Council. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


THe WATERWORKS (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


Tue Hox. Dr. H. S. DE BOER moved 
the introduction and first reading of «a Bill 


entitled an Ordinance to amend the Water- 
works Ordinance. 
Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 


read a first time. 


THE Tox. Dr. H. S. DE Borer. Sir, I 
beg to move that a Bill entitled an Ordinance to 
amend the Waterworks Ordinance be read a 
second time. 


The objects of this Bill are stated in the 
objects and reasons at the foot of the Bill. It 
is primarily intended to help Water Boards to 
serve their accounts monthly with a view to 
reducing, or helping people to reduce, their 


consumption of water where water supply is not 
plentiful. The idea is that when people receive 
their bill once a month they wil] check up on 
the water consumed and so prevent any waste.

As stated in the objects and reasons this Bill 
is designed to increase Your Excellency’s power 
to control the opening of new schools. It is not 
desired of course to restrict in any way the 
extension of education facilities for the African 
population, but rather to ensure their most 
beneficial distribution by preventing duplication 
where they are already adequately provided. In 
this Protectorate, where education and religion 
are so closely connected, there is a danger that 
competition in the educational sphere, however 
desirable in other spheres, may lead to unseemly 
dispute which cannot fail to produce an unfor- 
tunate effect on the native mind. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

This Bill is introduced to give effect to the 
grant by the International Tea Committee of an 
additional 2,500 acres of tea to Nyasaland to be 
planted during the second period in the tea 
restriction scheme between 1938 and 1943. 
The grant is made subject to certain conditions. 
These conditions ave: firstly, that the planting 
of this areca be spread over the five years and 
that not more than two-fifths of the amount 
granted be planted in any one year. 


The second condition is that exports of tea 
will be regulated during this five year period in 
accordance with a formula. The formula is 
based on certain figures of standard production 
which [ shall move in Committee be inserted in 
the Schedule to the Bill. These basic figures 
which range from 15 million Ibs. in the first year 
of the period to 18} million in the last year of 
the five years are the standard figures. From 
this a deduction is to be made ranging from 5 
per cent. at present to 8} per cent. in the fifth 
year for internal consumption. In regard to 
internal consumption we are allowed to include 
the Rhodesias in our internal market. From the 


figures so arrived at after the deduction of this | 
Percentage from the standard export a per- | 
centage (which may be varied from time to time 
by the International Tea Commitee) represents 
the total that may then be exported. That per- 
centage stood recently at 924 and is now reduced 
to 90. 

The third condition under which this 
additional acreage is granted is that the 
export of tex seed to countries which are not 
signatories to the International Tea Agreement 
shall be prohibited. 

The fourth condition is that the maximum of 
the cess on the export of tea shall be raised to 
a figure of 2°- per 100 Ibs. 

The fifth condition is that the admission of 
new applicants shall be confined to those who 
have in the past tried to carry out satisfactory 
agriculture on the Jand on which they wish to 
plant tea and have failed owing to unsatisfactory 
climatic conditions. 


The sixth condition is that all areas allocated 
from the 2,500 acres to estates shall be so 
allocated as to form satisfactory economic 
factory units and that the allocation shall in no 
case give rise to any claim for further acreage 
on the grounds that the present unit is 
uneconomic. 


Provision is made in this Bill to carry out 
the second and third of these conditions to 
which I have referred and to permit of the 
increased acreage being planted. The condition 
with regard to increasing the tea cess is dealt 
with in a subsequent Bill which I shall propose 
and the other conditions will be secured by 
administrative action. 


There is one point which I should like to refer 
to since I gather that it has not met with favour 
by certain members of the Tea Association and 
that is with regard to the export quota referred 
to in Section 10(3) of the Bill. It is felt, I 
understand, that if prohibition of export is 
imposed when the quota is filled there might: be 
unfairness to individual interests who happen 
to produce tea later in the year and export Jater 
in the year. I feel, Sir, that if we should come 
to the position during this five year period when 
we shall wish to export nore than the quota we 
shall have by that time come to some satistac- 
tory arrangement for distributing the quota 
amongst those estates who wish to export it. 


I should like to add that the Nyasaland Tea 
Association has accepted, in a resolution ata 
gencral meeting, the terms under which this 
grant has been made to Nyasaland, and has 
requested that this legislation to bring that 
grant into effect may be brought. into force.

concerned, and while they would have liked 
certain alterations in wording to be made they 
have accepted it as it stands; and so I have 
nothing further to say at the moment.

President’s Address. 


Honourable Members of the Executive and 
Legislative Council, Ladies and Gentlemen. 


Before opening the 55th Session of the 
Legislative Council I am happy to have the 
opportunity of presenting, on behalf of His 
Majesty, to Mr. John Sinclair his insignia as an 
Ofticer of the Most Excellent Order of the 
British Empire. 


For more than 80 years Mr. Sinclair has kept 
the Nyasaland Agricultural Society alive. Ile bas 
always given frecly of his services, and time, in 
connection with Nyasaland agriculture. To his 
efforts is mainly due the grant of land by 
Government for an Agricultural Show Ground, 
and a further grant last year by the African 
Lakes Corporation Limited, on which the King 
George the V Memorial Hil is to be erected. 


Honourable Members of the Legislative 


Council. 


It is usual at the opening of a new session to 
review the achievements and disappointinents 
of the past twelve months, but I do not feel in 
the circumstances in which we mect to-day 
that such a review will serve any useful purpose 
or make any appeal. 


On the 8rd of September last the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and her great ally, 
| France, declared war against German aggression. 
| The leaders of our nation from His Majesty the 
King downwards have firmly and clearly with- 
out possibility of misconception indicated the 
principles at stake and answered the questions 
why we are at war and why there can be no 
peace with Hitlerism. We are fighting to 
defend our civilisation and its moral values 
against what the Prime Minister has so rightly 
called the evil things—brute foree, bad faith, 
injustice, oppression and persecution. Never 
has a just cause met with such unanimous 
response from our people, never has an enemy 
been so clearly defined and so uncompromisingly 
resisted. In such days as these we want deeds, 
not words. We mect to-day to plan wisely for 
the future rather than to award praise or blame 
for the past. Every man and woman even in 
this remote corner of the Kmpire has an 
allotted part in the great struggle for God and 
the right, for Kipling’s “Leave to live by no 
man’s leave underneath the law". 


The Governor has asked me to give this 
Council a message; that he very much regretted 
having been unable officially to inform them of 
his impending departure and of the duties 
which he left: Nyasaland to assume in Nairobi. 
He asked me to convey to you a cordia! expres- 
sion of hope that Nyasaland will come through 


this conflict without undue dislocation of its 
normal life. Sir Donald wishes me to add an 
expression of his deep gratitude to all sections 
of the community for the assistance they gave 
in preparing for the emergency which has now 
arrived. 


What is to be our part in the conflict, and in 
what direetion can the mouse best help the 
lion? First of all we were pledged to meet the 
requirements of the military authorities, both 
in regard to European and Native man power. 
We have done so. 


Secondly, we are required to maintain and, if 
necessary, increase our export trade in economic 
crops, and in addition to raise the food-stulfs 
necessary to feed our population. Our best 
contribution to the economic needs of the 
Empire is to be self-supporting, at any rate so 
far as food-stuffs are concerned, and there is no 
reason why we should not be with the markets 
of Southern Rhodesia and the Union of South 
Africa available. 


Thirdly, we can all contribute according to 
our means to deserving war charities such as 
the Red Cross and Order of St. John, Karl 
Haig’s Mund, and St. Dunstan's Institute for 
the Blind which have for their object the 
alleviation of suffering and distress. 


You have heard of the vast financial burden 
for the conduct of the war, cheerfully assumed 
by the people of Great Britain; assuined literally 
under the shadow of war. Here in Nyasaland 
we are probably as safe and remote from the 
horrors of war as any part of the British 
Empire, and I am sure there will be no 
hesitation in accepting our share. Jn framing 
the first War Budget particular regard has been 
paid to the desirability of spreading the burden 
as evenly and equitably as possible. I do not 
propose, so soonafter theannouncementofthenew 
direct taxation of natives, which is the subject 
of a Bill to be introduced at this session, to 
increase that taxation at present. The increased 
taxes levied on Europeans and Asians by way of 
Income Tax and the non-native Poll Tax find 
their counterpart in an increase in indirect 
taxation, through the customs tariff, on 
commodities of native trade. 


So far as is possible it is the desire of 
His Majesty’s Government that civil life shall 
return to normal as soon as possible. We are 
trying to maintain the social services and to 
avoid retrenchment. The talks on the amal- 
gamation of the Rhodesias and Nyasaland, 
which were interrupted by the outbreak of war, 
are to proceed as soon as opportunity offers. 


In Nyasaland one of the immediate results of 
the Kuropean war was the prohibition of the 
recruitment of labour for work outside the Pro- 
tectorate and the suspension of the issue of 
identity certificates. It was an essential pre- 
caution and was based on certain eventualities 
which had to be guarded against but which 
never actually materialised. Enemy subjects 
who were expected to cause trouble both here 
and in neighbouring territories were dealt with 
without difficulty and we were unexpectedly 
relieved of other military commitments. But, 
so long as our military commitments, particu- 
larly in regard to Native man power, remained 
uncertain it was quite obvious that the respon- 
sibility for supplying the best physical type of 


recruit was not capable of being fulfilled in 
competition with recruiters promising higher 
waycs elsewhere. So soon as the military 
position permitted the embargo was removed. 

The Standing Committee has recently met at 
Salisbury to consider the revision of what is 
known as the Salisbury Agreement and J am 
awaiting the views of the other Governments 
concerned. 

The deci 


ion of the Government to publish 
“Nikhani za Nyasaland” weekly as a free issue 
for the dissemination of accurate news amongst 
the native population h Iam informed, been 
A conspicuous success and has gone far to dispel 
the wild rumours which were naturally pre- 
valent at the outbreak of war, while “The 
Nyasaland Times” has become a valuable organ 
of objective propaganda. 

The Economic Council was appointed for the 
sole purpose of taking the community into the 
Government’s confidence in regard to the 
framing of a sound economic policy in the light 
of changed world conditions. It was appointed 
to enlist the very best advice available on all 
the different aspects of production, man power 
and supplies. The Council resolved itself into 
sub-committees which have been of the greatest 
value in exploring the various issues with which 
they are concerned and reporting to the full 
Council. 

I come now to the Order of the Day. The 
Direct Taxation of Natives Bill explains itself. 
The adult male, now aged eighteen instead of 
sixteen, is solely responsible for the tax which 
varies between 6,- and 8/- according to circum- 
stances in the various districts, these two rates 
being the present minimum and maximum. 

There is important Jabour legislation de- 
signed to bring Nyasaland into line with other 
East African territories in regard to the care 
and conditions of native labour. As I explained 
to a special meeting of the Convention of 
Associations held in Blantyre on Tuesday, 
22nd August, this Government is pledged to the 
introduction of this legislation and I hope that 
it will be passed with the unanimous support of 
the Unotticial Members. 

The Appropriation Bill which will be ex- 
plained to you by the Acting Chief Secretary 
provides for a balanced Budget. 


TI have nothing but praise for the manner in 
which the people of this country, irrespective of 
race, have responded to the call. Apart from a 
crop of unfounded and foolish rumours at the 
outset, there has been no sign of disalfection or 
dismay and the machinery established before- 
hand to deal with the emergency has worked 
smoothly from the outset. lL can assure this 
Council that every step taken has been taken 
with one aim and object only—the successtul 
prosecution of the war in all its varied aspects 
until the final victory. No one who has studied 
the international situation for the past twelve 
months can doubt the justice of our cause or 
the necessity for a fight to the finish if the 
moral values for which the British peoples have 
taken up a stand are to prevail. I make no 
apology for requoting in a comparatively short 
space of time the words of our poet Tennyson 
“ Because right is right to suffer right were 
wisdom in the scorn of consequence”. Of the 
consequence there can be no doubt; such @ 
cause discounts defeat. 


I propose, with your consent, Honourable 
Members, to send a telegram conveying this 
Council’s humble loyalty to His Majesty the 
King, a profound appreciation of the righteous- 
ness of his cause and unswerving faith in final 
victory. 


Honourable Members, I pray that your 
deliberations may be for the lasting benefit of 
this country and of the great free Common- 
wealth of Nations which is our birthright.

RESOLUTIONS. 


Amendment of Schedule I to the Licensing 
Ordinance. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
Sir, I beg leave to move that this Council do, 
by Resolution, amend Schedule I to the Licen- 
sing Ordinance in respect of licence fees for the 
sale of educational literature. 


It has been suggested by the Secretary of 
State that this Government should adopt 
legislation on the lines of that already in force 
in Northern Rhodesia governing the licence fees 
payable by persons engaged in the selling of 
literature and works of an educational value 
to natives. 


The position in Nyasaland at present is that 


no prefereritial treatment is accorded by 
Government to colporteurs or to persons 
carrying on the business of booksellers. 


Colporteurs are treated as ordinary hawkers 
and are subject to a number of restrictions. 


The fees payable by colporteurs depend on 
the licence required. No special licences for 
the sale of literature have ever been enforced in 
Nyasaland. Many of the Missions sell consider- 
able quantities of books, both religious and 
secular, but they are probably ignorant of the 
fact that legislation is actually in force to 
govern their transactions. In practice the 
Missions have not hitherto been called upon to 
take out an ordinary trading licence in respect 
of sales of literature. It was felt that a tax 
should be imposed in order to retain control 
over the sale of undesirable literature, and this 
Resolution is designed to give effect to that 
control while reducing fees payable in respect 
of licences for the sale of literature to a 
nominal sum, 


The Order now proposed under Section 4 (2) 
of the Licensing Ordinance amendiaog Schedule 
I to the said Ordinance will require that a 
licence to authorise the sale by a European or 
an Asian of literature or works of an educational 
value shall be 5/- and the licence required for 
the same purpose by a native shall be 1/-.

THE 19388 SUPPLEMENTARY APPROPRIATION 
BILL. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to appropriate a 
further sum of eighty-six thousand, seven 
hundred and seventy-five pounds to the service 
of the year ending on the 81st December, 1988. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: This Bill is necessary to legalise 
the expenditure detailed in the Schedule relating 
thereto. All expenditure has been covered by 
Special Warrant and approved by the Standing 
Committee on Finance. The circumstances 
which necessitate this additional expenditure 
are fully explained in the Financial Report for 
the year 1988. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

THE NaTIVE Tax BILL. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. G. O. HODGSON moved the 
introduction and first reading of a Bill entitled 
an Ordinance to provide for the direct taxation 
of natives. 

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE How. Mr. A. G. O. HopGson moved that 
the Bill be read a second time and considered 
in Cominittce. 


He said: This Bill is designed to replace the 
Native Hut and Poll Tax Ordinance of 1927 and 
its fiveamending Ordinances. It contains several 
important innovations, that is to say, innova- 
i as far as Nyasaland is concerned, but 


ories, and it might almost be said 
that their introduction in this Protectorate is 
overdue. Your Excellency referred in your 
Address to the first of the amendments—the 
total abolition of what amounts to taxation of 
females and the retention of a single poll tax 
on males only over the age of 18. For a 
number of years many chiefs, especially among 
the patrilineal tribes where bride price and 
inheritance of wives are customary, have 
pleaded with successive Governors for the 
substitution of an 8/- poll tax on males in place 
of the 6/- tax on huts. The second alteration, 
Sir, gives the power to impose a graduated rate 
of tax in place of the flat rate which takes no 
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account of local economic conditions or of the 
ability of the individual to pay. Thirdly, Sir, 
power is given to appoint Native Authorities or 
other persons to collect the tax and pay a 
certain proportion of it into their Treasuries or 
into the Central Fund. This is a_ logical 
development of our system of native local self- 
government, and it has been in force in other 
territories in Africa and has proved generally 
successful. 

I will now, Sir, refer briefly to other points in 
the Bill. Clause 2 includes new definitions of 
“native” and ‘immigrant native”. 

The meaning of the term 
clarified in clause 4 (8). 


The age limit has been raised from 16 to 18, 
and possibly one effect of this may be to check 
the emigration of youths of 16 and 17 who at 
present cannot well be refused a pass if they are 
considered old enough to pay a tax. 


Clause 4 (1) allows for the graduation of tax. 


Clause 4 (2) permits a portion of it to be paid 
into the Treasury of a Native Authority or into 
the Central Fund. 


Clause 4 (8) allows a native from a poor area 
a reasonable time to find work before being 
called upon to pay a higher tax in a richer area. 


Clause 4 (4) refers to reciprocal action with 
other territories and improves upon the 
corresponding sub-clause in the previous 
Ordinance by avoiding the use of the term 
“country or domicile.” 


Clauses 5 and 6 deal with collection by Native 
Authorities. 

Clause 7 is more explicit than the previous 
corresponding clause. 

Clause 7 (4) is designed to remove difficulties 
in connection with immigrant labour. 


Clauses 10 and 11 deal with collection. The 
maximum penalty is reduced and no longer is 
there an automatic rise in the tax, and the date 
from which it can be applied is postponed. 


Clause 12. The District Commissioner, as 
Magistrate, will still continue to try each case 
but the Native Authority is obviously the best 
person to lay hands on a defaulter and to judge 
whether he could or could not find the money 
ata certain time, and the performance of these 
duties by him can only serve to enhance his 
prestige and authority.

Clause 17 removes the time limit of six 
months within which it would otherwise be 
necessary to lay the complaint. 

THE Hon. Mr. TaiT BOWIE: Your Excellency, 
the form in which this Bill is now presented is 
the result of many discussions on the principles 
of the Bill and the Unofficial Members have had 
quite a considerable time to consider the Bill 
and all its implications. They are prepared to 
accept it, although possibly some remarks may 
be made in Committee. 

THE HON. AND RIGHT REY. THE BISHOP 
OF NYASALAND: Representing the native 
interests on this Council I give my _ cordial 
support to this Bill. I welcome the abolition of 
tax on women and the increase in the age at 
which males become liable to taxation from 16 to 
18 years. The Bill will forward the interests and 
welfare of the African population in the 
Protectorate. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE Hoy. Mr. A. G. O. HODGSON moved that 
the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE CRIMINAL PROCEDURE CODE 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Criminal 
Procedure Code. 


Second, put and carried, and the Bill was read 
@ first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and con- 
sidered in Committee. 


He said: Clause 2 of this Bill repeals and 
replaces sub-section (2) of section 81 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code and while shortening 
that sub-section makes it more clear and more 
extensive. 


Clause 8 is of considerable importance in a 
country where it is not unusual for a man to 
have several wives. The provisions of the 
English Law which say that an offender's wife 
is not always a compellable witness for the 
prosecution is obviously intended to apply only 
in countries where monogamy is the practice. 
In a country where polygamy is the practice 
great inconvenience and often a miscarriage of 
justice may occur if the prosecution is unable to 
call as a witness a woman who may be one of 
the many wives of the accused. The object of 
this amending clause is to ensure that a mis- 
carriage of justice and inconvenience will not 
occur in this way. 

The new sub-section (4) of section 154 of the 
Code gives to the Court greater discretion when 
ordering the detention of an accused person who 
has been found unfit to make his defence by 
reason of some mental defect. 


Clause 6 limits the amount of compensation 
which may be awarded to a person who is a bona 
fide purchaser of goods which have been the 
subject of a prosecution for false pretences or 
fraud by a trustee. 

Clauses 8, 9 and 10 insert in the Code the 
provisions of two Ordinances, the Infanticide 
Ordinance, 1934 and the Sentence of Death 
(Expectant Mothers) Ordinance, 1984. These 
two Ordinances will be repealed when this Bill 
and the Bill amending the Penal Code become 
law. 

THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WiLson: Your Excel- 
lency, with regard to this vexed question of a wife 
giving evidence against her husband in certain 
cases I personally have no very strong opinions 


on this subject, but I think the Council ought 
to know what it is doing. Under an Act of 
Parliament in England a wife in certain cases 
cannot be compelled to give evidence against 
her husband; that Act was passed many years 
ago and applies presumably to this and all the 
colonies and East African Protectorates. Whe- 
ther it is a good Act or not I do not think isa 
matter for us to discuss, although it seems to me 
that in mauy cases men who have been guilty 
have managed to get off because the one witness, 
that is the wife, who could have given evidence 
against them and could have convicted them has 
not been compelled to doso. There is great 
difference of opinion as to whether or not that 
| Act of Parliament does or does not apply to 
| polygamous trials. I understand that similar 
! legislation has been passed in Tanganyika but 
' not in Kenya or in Northern Rhodesia. The 
| result might be that a man who committed a 
| crime in Nyasaland or Tanganyika might possibly 
! be hanged on the evidence of his wife but if he 
| committed the crime in Kenya or in Northern 
Rhodesia he would not be hanged because there 


| would be no evidence on which to hang him. 
| Are you going to have different laws in Tangan- 
{ yika and Nyasaland from the laws in Northern 
Rhodesia and Kenya? I do not mind, but I 
want you to understand what you are doing. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: I appre- 
ciate well what the Honourable Member on my 
left has said. I think the provisions of the 
English law are undoubtedly only intended to 
apply in cases where a man has but one wife 
and is allowed to have one wife according to 
the law. One could foresee what would happen 
if the wife of a man allowed to have only one 
wife was compelled by the Crown to give evidence 
against him; he might be acquitted whereupon 
the harmony of the home would be spoiled, and 
again he might be convicted and after serving 
his sentence of imprisonment he would probably 
| resent his wife having given evidence against 

him, but 1 cannot see, Sir, that compelling one 
of the many wives of a man to give evidence 
against him, whether the case results in his 
conviction or acquittal, would have any injurious 
effect on the harmony of his home should he wish 
toreturn to it later after having served his 
sentence or should he be fortunate enovgh to be 
acquitted. I can assure you that on many 
occasions it has been found extremely difficult, 
sometimes impossible, to secure the conviction of 
a wan who is thought to be guilty because of this 
provision of the English law which applies to a 
country where polygamy is practised. I should 
like to see the Bill passed in its present form. 
I should like to see what will be the result 
generally. If we do find it effects hardship and 
people in this country are dissatisfied with it 
it will not be a very difficult thing to amend 
the Code. 


His ExceLuLency: I am sure you huave all 
listened with interest to the speeches of the 
Honourable Mr. Wilson and the Honourable 
the Attorney-General and will have appreciated 
the nice legal points in both. I do not suppose 
that the Honourable Mr. Wilson will oppose 
the second reading after hearing the Honourable 
the Attorney-General’s reply. My suggestion 
would be that this Council passes the Bill and 
that we should give it a trial. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: May I make 
another suggestion. If you are going to alter 
the law for this country it should be the same 
in all East African territories. 


His EXcELLENCY: I would suggest that in 
forwarding the Bill we might point this out and 
make that suggestion to the Secretary of State. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: We 
have in all questions amending our Criminal 
Procedure Code submitted them to the Secretary 
of State in the first place, and the despatch that 
we sent enclosing this Bill referred to the 
Tanganyika section which makes a similar 
provision to the one now contemplated, and we 
pointed out in the despatch the difficulties 
experienced here by reason of our inability to 
call a wife of a polygamous marriage to give 
evidence against her husband. 


His EXcELLENCY: In the despatch covering 
the Ordinance I shall certainly state your 
objections Mr. Wilson. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSson: My difficulty 
is that Iam so very much in agreement with 
the Honourable the Attorney-General that 
justice is not done in many cases that I find it 
difficult to oppose. On the other hand I dislike 
oe idea that adjoining countries have different 
aws. 


His EXCELLENCY: Would you be satisfied 
if I stressed that specially ? 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: Yes, and if 
we see any ill effects from this Bill it can be 
repealed. 


Tur HON. AND RIGHT REV. THE BISHOP OF 
NYASALAND stated that he felt it difficult to 
accept the explanation of the Honourable the 
Attorney-General of the difference between the 
case of a wife of a polygamous marriage and 
the wife of a monogamous marriage. He felt 
that the wife of a polygamous marriage would 
be quite likely to suffer as big a loss as a 
monogamous wife in England. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


THE Hon. Mr. W. TAitT-Bowle stated that 
he did not wish to say that it was wrong that a 
wife should not be called upon to give evidence 
against her husband but to alter it in one case 
and not in another seemed wrong and to suggest 
that we should alter any law here which would 
bring it into conflict with similar laws in other 
countries and in England might be rather 
difficult. He thought there seemed to be a 
conflict rather than a distinction being made. 


Tue HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: May 
Tread the 4th paragraph of the despatch which 
we sent to the Secretary of State and which 
gives as an example a case tried in this territory. 
(The paragraph was read). 


His EXcCELLENCcY: I think the best thing is 
to pass the law and give it a trial, and if if 
proves unsatisfactory we can point out to the 
Secretary of State the difficulties of legislation 
such as this not being general throughout the 
East African territories. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: My 
only object is to ensure that justice shall be done 
in this Protectorate. I have no wish to cause 
disharmony in marriages. 


His EXCELLENCY: I shall have to put the 
clause to the vote. In Tanganyika it has been 
enacted with a full appreciation of the difficulties 
which have been put forward this morning. 
I put the motion that Clause 3 stands part of 
the Bill. 


Agreed, with one dissentient—The Hon. and 
Right Rev. the Bishop of Nyasaland. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was read 
a third time and passed with one dissentient— 
The Hon. and Right Rev. the Bishop of 
Nyasaland. 


THE PENAL CODE (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Penal Code. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: Clause 2 of this Bill repeals and 
replaces 9 sections of the Penal Code. 


The first new section contains definitions of 
various expressions which are used in the new 
sections and it is hoped that these definitions 
will be of assistance to those who have to 
construe the sections. 


Section 46A gives to the Governor in Council 
the right to decide whether any particular 
literature should not be imported into the 
country as it would be likely to cause public 
unrest or be contrary to the public interest 
generally. If that conclusion is reached then 
the Governor may make it an offence for such 
literature to be imported. Similarly possession 
of such literature may be the subject of criminal 
proceedings. 

The new section 46C lays an obligation on 
any person who obtains possession of any 
literature the importation of which has been 
prohibited to hand it over to an administrative 
officer or police officer.

The new section 46D gives to prescribed 
officers certain powers in connection with such 
literature as I have already referred to. 

The new defines the 
expression “seditious intention” and also 
clearly shows what acts would not be 
considered “ seditious”. 

The new section 47A_ provides a_ heavy 
penalty for seditious offences. 

Clause 8 of the Bill repeals and replaces 
section 51A of the Code and makes it an offence 
to disseminate false information which is likely 
to alarm the public—a particularly necessary 

' provision in times such as the present.

He said: This Bill makes precisely the same 
provision in the Prisons Ordinance as the prev- 
ious Bill makes in the Police Ordinance, and its 
object is precisely the same.

TSE MINIMUM WAGE BILL. 


THE Hon. Mr. E. SMITH moved that a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance for the creation of 
minimum wage fixing machinery be read a 
second time. 


He said: It will be remembered that this Bill 
was read a first time at the fifty-fourth session of 
this Council on the 18th Septcmber, 1938, and 
that it gives effect to certain International 
Labour Conventions dealing with minimum 
wage fixing machinery which have been ratified 
by His Majesty’s Government. 


Nyasaland is not a dependency which has 
reached a stage of development demanding the 
setting up of elaborate machinery of the nature 
contemplated in the Convention; therefore, 
the legislation before you is of a simple nature 
empowering the Governor in Council to fix a 
minimum wage for any occupation in any district 
in which he is satisfied that the wages for that 
occupation are unreasonably low, and making 
provision for the appointment of advisory 
boards where the Governor in Council considers 
such boards desirable. 


Simple legislation of this nature has already 
been enacted in Kenya, Uganda, Zanzibar and 
Northern Rhodesia and I suggest, Sir, that 
Nyasaland should not make itself conspicuous 
by the further delay of an enactment which 
should find a place on our statute book, and 
which will only be brought into operation nt the 
discretion of the Governor of this territory. 


Tur Hon. Mr. Tait BOWIE: This Bill is 
entirely unnecessary. It gives the Governor 


power to say what a minimum wage should 
be. What governs the minimum wage? What 
makes the miniinum wage? It is the principle 
of economies. If this were a country in which 
we had a great number of people claumouring for 
work and they could only get it on miserable 
terms I could understand the necessity for this 
Bill, but there is none. It is just one of those 
possibly harmless Bills that have a great degree 
of potential harm which we are so often putting 
on the statute book without any necessity. It 


has been said before that we have got to accept 
it because other countries have accepted it and 
because it conforms with some International 
Convention or other. Before voting on the 
second reading I would like to state that we are 
anxious to ascertain whether Council is prepared 
to accept certain amendments when the Bill 
reaches Committee stage. 


The first amendment I have to suggest is to 
section 2. I should like the words “ having 
considered the recommendations of the advisory 
board” inserted after the words “Governor in 
Council” to make it perfectly clear that the 
advisory board envisaged in section 9 is a very 
important part of the Bill. Iam not suggesting 
in this amendment that the Governor must act 
solely on the advice of the advisory board but 
I am suggesting that the Governor should 
consider the recommendations of the advisory 
board before fixing any minimum wage. 


In section 9 1 should like to see the word 
“shall” or “will” substituted for the word “may” 
after “Governor in Council”. A board must be 
appointed and the board should include members 
of the unofficial community. It has been argued 
that the inclusion of interested unofticials on 
certain boards, such as the Licensing Board, is 
not good in this country. In the case of a 
minimum wage board it is very essential that 
people interested should be included in the board. 
I envisage such a board as being in the nature 
of a conciliation board where both points of view 
are put forward. The constitution of this board 
should be provided for in the Bill and I suggest 
two unofficials, two officials and an independent 
otticial as chairman, giving the majority vote to 
the officials. I would look to the ofticials to 
represent the native or the employee side and 
the unoflicials the employer side. The board 
would then be in the nature of a conciliation or 
arbitration board. 


Ture Hon. Mr. EK. SMITH: The Hon. Mr. Tait 
Bowie has stated, Sir, that economic principles 
govern the wage in this country solely. They 
do to x certain extent but not solely. I suggest 
that there is a very large surplus of labour 
in Nyasaland. It is not a country where labour 
is scarce and it is conceivable that in some 
industries a higher wage might be paid than is 
paid at present. With regard to the Honourable 
Member's remarks regarding the appointment 
of an advisory board, in one territory where 
this Bill has been passed, in Zanzibar, an ad- 
visory board has been appointed by the wish of 
the British Resident, and that advisory board 
consists of the Senior Provincial Commissioner 
as Chairman, the Director of Agriculture, and 
two Members of the Legislative Council. 1 
appreciate Mr. Tait Bowie’s point that people 
interested should advise on wages but I suggest 
that there are other people who are not person- 
ally interested but who would be able equally to 
advise on wages, such as the Director of 
Agriculture. The proposed amendment to clause 
2 to the effect that the Governor in Council 
should consider the recommendations of the 
advisory board does not seem to me to be open 
to objection, provided that the Governor has 
decided to appoint a board. I must oppose the 
recommendation for the amendment of clause 
9. Honourable Members appear to be rather 
suspicious of the Governor, or of the way in 
which he may use his powers, and I think that 


the only way to provide for reasonable and fair 
consideration of wages questions is to retain 
clause 9 as it is, giving the Governor in Council 
power, if he desires to do so, to appoint a board. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tart Bowie: After having 
listened to the Hon. Mr. Smith I shall have to 
ask for a division on the motion for the second 
reading of this Bill. 


His EXCELLENCY: You have heard the debate 
on the second reading. As the Honourable 
Mover in his reply has stated, Government is 
prepared to accept the proposed amendment to 
clause 2, that is to say the clause may read 
“The Governor in Council having considered the 
recommendations of the board may, by notice in 
the Gazette, prescribe a minimum wage for any 
occupation ete.” 


As regards clause 9, I regret to say that 
Government cannot accept the Hon. Mr. Tait 
Bowie’s amendment. I feel that the unofficial 
community of this country, as represented by 
the Unotticial Members of this Council, can 
trust the Governor in Council to act in a matter 
of such importance in the general interests of 
Nyasaland only after having considered the 
advice of those officials and non-officials whom 
he may appoint tu advise him. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tait Bowie: When I 
said I was going to ask for a division I implied 
that I was going to vote against the Bill but I 
then understood that if the amendment with 
regard to section 9 was not accepted the 
amendment under section 2 could not be 
accepted. If the amendment I have suggested 
to section 2 is accepted I will cease to press for 
the amendment of section 9 because it follows 
that if you refer to an advisory board under 
section 2 the advisory board must be in 
existence. Therefore I will vote in favour of 
the second reading on the understanding that 
the amendment to clause 2 will be accepted. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
It seems to me that if we are going to accept 
the amendment proposed to section 2 th? 
Governor in Council may not prescribe any 
minimum wage unless he is advised to do so by 
an advisory board. There must be a board; at 
the moment there need not be a board. 


His EXxcreLuency: I take your point. The 
procedure is this. Under section 9 if it is 


considered by the Governor in Council that 
minimum wage should be fixed in any industry 
he may, with the consent of the Legislative 
Council, make regulations :— 


“with respect to the appointment of Advisory 
Boards to advise the Governor with regard 
to the exercise of his powers under section 
2 and the regulation of the procedure of 
such Boards.” 


Having passed through all those stages the 
recommendations of the advisory board then 
go back to the Governer in Council under 
section 2, and under section 2 the Governor in 
Council may, by notice in the Gazctte, prescribe 
@ minimum wage. 

Tue HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 


Under section 2 as it stands the Governor does 
not need to have set up any advisory board. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: If it 
is proposed to make any reference at all to an 
advisory board in clause 2 the advisory board 
must be in being. You must have a compelling 
clause for the formation or establishment of a 
board. Merely to refer to it in the earlier 
clause and to make it permissive in the later 
clause will have the effect of one clause operating 
against the other. Until you exercise your 
power to appoint a board under section 9 you 
cannot exercise it under section 2. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
I would like to move the rejection of both the 
Hon. Mr. Tait Bowie’s amendments. 


His EXcELLENCY: The amendments pro- 
posed to these clauses affect the principles of the 
Bill and, therefore, the Hon. Mr. Tait Bowie is 
not prepared to vote in favour of the second 
reading unless he receives an assurance that his 
amendments will be accepted in Committee 
later. Is that correct Mr. Tait Bowie? 


THE Hon. MR. Tait BowIE: That is exactly 
my point, Sir. 

THE Hon Mr. H. B. WILSON: May I say 
something, Sir? Surely before fixing a 
minimum wage in any industry Government 
would make very careful enquiries. What is 
the objection to the Governor appointing a 
board ? 

His EXcELLENCY: What I am trying to 
make plain is that I want to reserve to the 
Governor his powers not to introduce any 
minimum wage fixing machinery unless he is 
advised that such machinery is in the best 
interests of the country. As the Bill stands at 
the moment it does not say that the Governor 
must set up minimum wage fixing boards—it 
merely says that he may. Why not leave it at 
that? What I gather the Hon. Mr. Tait Bowie 
is asking is that the Governor must set up 
advisory boards. Ido not want to be compelled 
tosct up advisory boards unless I am thoroughly 
satisfied that such boards are necessary. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tait Bowie. The Bill 
before us gives full power to the Governor in 
Council to prescribe & minimum wage if he is 
satisfied that the wages in any occupation are 
unreasonably low. In my preliminary remarks 
I stated that I did not think the conditions in 
Nyasaland were such that any abuse was taking 
place, and that the whole machinery of a 
Minimum Wage Bill was unnecessary, but if it 
were considered necessary to have such 
machinery then I suggested certain amendments. 
My reason is that I do not think that Government 
—and speaking about Government the matter 
is as applicable to the Imperial Government as 
it is to the Government of any dependency —has 
any right to assume that it alone has sufficient 
knowledge to decide on questions which are 
questions mainly of econonics, but if it considers 
there is a danger of one section of the community 
exploiting another section of the community 
there showd be machinery to stop such 
exploitation. 
a Bill as this the provision for setting up such 
machinery should be ip existence and that that 
machinery should be established through the 
appointment of a board of such a@ constitution 
that the interests of every party would have full 
consideration. The board would be very similar 
to boards that have been set up ut home to deal 


Therefore, L consider that in such j 
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with industrial disputes. If then such a board 
is to be set up I think it is only reasonable that 
clause 2 should be amended so that the fixing of 
@ minimum wage could only be done after 
consultation with that board. It is not binding 
the Governor. He can say “I will not take the 
advice of the board” for he has the power to 
refuse it. We have sufficient confidence in any 
Governor who is likely to be appointed to this 
country to feel assured that he would not discard 
the advice of a properly constituted board except 
for a sufficient and good reason, but I think it is 
only fair to the country that the harmless 
amendments which I have suggested should be 
accepted and included in the Bill. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: Instead of a 
board, why not have a committee before which 
evidence could be taken ? 


THE Hon. Mr. TaiT BOWIE: 
accept that. 


His EXCELLENCY: That would mean recast- 
ing the Bill. 


THE HON, THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: I would 
like to see the motion for the second reading 
put to the vote. 


His EXCELLENCY: We can deal with these 
points in Committee. In regard to the princi- 
ples of the Bill, the Honourable Unofficial 
Member's objection is to the power given to the 
Governor in Council in clause 2 to prescribe a 
minimum wage without previously having had 
recourse to the provision made in clause 9. 
I can assure this Council that so far as I 
personally am concerned, I should never dream 
of acting on the powers provided under clause 2 
without having sought the advice of a 
competent board, and after having given the 
Council this assurance I am going to put the 
motion for the second reading.

EMPLOYMENT OF WOMEN, YOUNG 
PERSONS AND CHILDREN BILL. 


THE Hon. Mr. E. SMITH moved the intro- 
duction and first reading of a Bill entitled an 
-Ordinance to Regulate the Employment of 
Women, Young Persons and Children. 

He said:I have to draw Your Excellency’s 
attention to the fact that a Bill with identical 
title was read a first time at the fifty-fourth 
session of this Council held on the 13th 
September, 1938. Because that Bill has 
undergone so many amendments since, I now 
beg leave, Sir, to withdraw it and to introduce 
the new Bill. 

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 

THE Hon. Mr. EB. SurrH moved that the 
Bill be read a second time and considered in 
Committee. 

He said: This Bill gives effect, so far as 
conditions in Nyasaland permit, to the provisions 
of certain International Labour Conventions 
relating to the employment of children, young 
persons and women which have been ratified 
by His Majesty's Government. As I indicated 
at the first reading, this Bill has been considered 
extensively by the Honourable the Unofticial 
Members and by the Convention of Associations 
and amendments have been made to conform 
with opinions expressed. 


THE 
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It will be noticed, Sir, in clause 2 that 
commercial and agricultural undertakings with 
particular reference to the tea and tobacco 
industries have been excluded from the restric- 
tions put on employment in industrial under- 
takings, and provision has been made to allow 
of the employment of young persons between 
the ages of fourtcen years and sixteen years at 
night. 


Provision is also made for the Governor by 
notice in the Gazette to declare that women 
may be employed at night in industrial 
undertakings which might be unduly prejudiced 
if such employment was prohibited. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tair BOWIE: Some of 
the remarks I made in connection with the 
Minimum Wage Bill apply also to this Bill. It 
is not a very necessary Bill. From the title we 
might conjure up a picture of awful misery 
being sufferd by children and every danger by 
women through being forced to work at night. 
As a matter of fact this Bill is not doing away 
with night work. I do not think so far as 
Nyasaland is concerned that it will ever exist, so 
the Bill will not interfere with the normal 
procedure of the country and I have not the 
slightest intention of making any objection. I 
am sorry that it should have been thought 
necessary to introduce the legislation in such 
a country as this. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REV. THE BISHOP OF 
NYASALAND: Does not the exclusion of the tea 
and tobacco industries from the provisions of 
the Bill almost make it a dead letter? If there 
is any force in the Ordinance at all it should 
apply to those industries or none. 


THE Hon. Mr. E. SMITH: With regard to the 
remarks made by Mr. Tait Bowie, I quite agree 
that in this country none of the dark things 
hinted by him have taken place at night, or at 
any time, but with regard to the remarks of the 
Honourable and Right Rev. the Bishop of 
Nyasaland, this Bill, Sir, was never intended to 
apply to purely agricultural undertakings; it 
was meant to apply to industrial undertakings, 
and in the last part of clause 2 commercial 
and agricultural undertakings are not in- 
cluded and were not intended to be included. 
The industries of tea and tobacco are chiefly 
agricultural undertakings. We discussed this, 
as I said, between the time the Bill was first 
introduced a year ago and this date. There 
were so many employments that it was thought 
not necessary to put them all into a schedule 
but rather to exclude the tea and tobacco 
industries entirely, because the young person, so 
faras factory work is concerned, is employed in 
those undertakings only on light work. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

THE East AFRICAN DEPENDENCIES MILITARY 
Units BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to legalise within the 
Protectorate the Establishment and Employ- 
ment of Units raised under the Kenya Ordin- 


ance entitled the Hast African Dependencies 


Military Units Ordinance, 1939, and for other 
purposes connected therewith. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 


read a first time. 


THE Hon. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and consider- 
ed in Committee. 


He said: I do not propose at this stage to 
outline the purposes of this Bill as those 
purposes are set out in the Objects and Reasons 
at the end of the Bill. 


As, however, the Bill is complementary to the 
Kenya Bill it may be desirable to make some 
comment on the provisions of that Bill. I have 
had copies of the Kenya Bill made and 
Members of Council have been provided with 
them. 


In the expectation that the Kenya Bill has 
already become law I shall refer to the various 
clauses in the Bill before you as sections. 


Section 2. Nyasaland is included in the 
definition of the expression “East African 
Dependencies.” 


Section 8 of the Kenya legislation empowers 
the Governor of that Colony to establish military 
units which will form part of His Majesty's 
Forces. Such units, although recruited in 
anticipation of this legislation, will be deemed 
to be established under its provisions. The 
units may be employed in many ways but 
primarily for the defence or maintenance of 
security in any of the territories specified in the 
definition section. For these services they 
may be called upon to serve outside the Hast 
African Dependencies. 


Persons who are eligible for membership ot 
the units to be raised are specified in section 6 
of the Kenya legislation, and Honourable 
Members will appreciate that this is not 
conscription or any other form of compulsory 
service. 


Under the provisions of section 7 the 
Governor may appoint officers and issue 
commissions. Here, of course, as in some of 
the other sections, reference to the Governor 
means the Governor of Kenya, and the fact 
that our Bill is complementary to the Kenya 
Ordinance does not have the effect of vesting - 


in the Officer Administering the Government 
of the Protectorate all the powers of the 
Governor of IXenya in relation to military units. 


Section 8 of the Kenya Ordinance lays down 
the period which members of military units 
will serve. The period is not fixed but is 
ascertainable. 


17 


Section 9 makes provision for transfer from 
a military unit to a military force serving 
anywhere in Eastern Africa. The provision is 
necessary in, for example, the case of a medical 
member of a military unit who may be required 
to serve with a battalion of the King’s 
African Rifles in Uganda. 


Sections 10, 11 and 12 are formal and 
require no explanation. 


Section 18 gives the Governor of Kenya 
full power to delegate any of his powers under 
the Ordinance, and it may be that he will 
empower the Governors of other Kast African 
territories to appoint persons to commissioned 
rank, 


Since the Kenya Bill has been received here 
we have had a communication from the 
Secretary of State and the Bill will require 
some minor and one major amendment in 
Committee. 


THE Hox. Mr. H. B. WILSON: None of 
us has read this Ordinance. If we are sitting 
for a second day perhaps it could come up 
at the proceedings of the second day. There 
may not be anything in the Bill to which 
anybody can object. What I was really looking 
for was to see how anybody from this territory 
who offers his services will be protected. 
Apparently he can be moved from one unit 
to another. He can be kept until a year after 
the war. He can be sent anywhere. I do not 
think that would worry anybody but it is our 
business to see that they are protected. I have 
not had an opportunity of investigating that. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: As 
I understand the position, Sir, the terms of 
service are clearly laid down. The man knows 
what contract he is entering into. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tarr BowIE: We have not 
really had any time to consider the Bill, but 
if we had had that time I do not think we could 
get any further forward than we are at present. 
I cannot see any object in having any such Bill. 
This is a voluntary measure providing for units 
to be formed which will form part of His 
Majesty’s Forces. If that is so, it seems a 
peculiar Bill to put before us. I mean to say 
that I would have much preferred to have seen 
a Bill dealing with compulsory service or a form 
of conscription ; not because I think it is in the 
least necessary to have a Bill dealing with 
conscription in this country to get the men we 
want but what we do want is some sort of Bill 
to regulate National Service. Our difficulty is 
not the supply of people but trying to stop 
people from joining up to perform what they 
consider military duties. A great deal of civil 
work is just as important or more important to 
the Empire, but such a Bill is not before us. If 
it were it would certainly have my support 
because at the present time there are a@ great 
number of young men in the country who think 
that because they have not been accepted for 


* special military duty certain reflections will be 
- made on them in the future. If we had some 


sort of a system whereby certificates of 
exemption were issued saying that the work in 
which they were employed is of national 
importance it would help. While I would 
support ~compulsory Bill Lam not going to make 
any objection to this Bill for voluntary service. 


His EXceELuency: The history of this Bill is 
that in its preliminary stages it was discussed by 
the Economic Council. A Bill was drafted by 
the Honourable the Attorney-General and sent to 
the Chief Political Liaison Officer, Nairobi, who 
immediately passed it on to the General Officer 
Commanding and, as @ result, I understand that 
Kenya have repealed their Compulsory Service 
Ordinance and introduced some of the principles 
of the Nyasaland Bill which were formulated in 
the Kconomic Council. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. Winson: That was the 
Bill that was withdrawn and this one was 
substituted ?. 


HIs EXCELLENCY: I understand that some of 
the main principles of the Nyasaland Bill were 
incorporated in the Kenya Bill. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tair Bowie: The Bill 
before us now has been or is being sent to the 
other territories ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: I must 
admit it is extremely difticult. We have already 
had a telegram intimating that the Kenya Ordin- 
ance should be amended. For instance, it is 
suggested that the short title be amended. If 
that amendment is not accepted in Kenya it 
might be that our reference to the Kenya Ordin- 
ance will be a complete misnomer. Until we 
are satisfied what Kenya has done by way of 
amendments to the draft before us it is I agree 
difficult, but not impossible, for us to proceed. 


THE Hox. Mr. Tair BowlE: Would it 
not be possible to leave the Bill on the Table at 
the moment? There is nothing in it of vital 
importance. If anything made it necessary that 
it should be rushed through it is simplv a 
question of going through the form of calling 
a meeting of the Legislative Council. 

His EXCeELLENCY: I think that is the best 
procedure. 

THe HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: We 
propose to insert a suspending clause. We 
have had instructions to insert it. So has 
Kenya. If we enact this Bill as it now stands 
and we find afterwards that its details are 
incorrect we merely leave the Ordinance in a 
state of suspense. I think that is what we are 
being asked to do by the Secretary of State. 

His EXCELLENCY: In that case we should 
proceed to carry the Bill through all its stages 
and insert a suspending clause in Committee. 
Will that satisfy Honourable Members ? 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time.

TRE REGISTRATION FOR NATIONAL SERVICE 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Registration 
for National Service Ordinance, 1939. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THR ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: Honourable Members will remember 
that early this year the war we are now 
waging was to some extent anticipated and 
that a Bill was introduced into this Council 
making provision for compulsory registration 
for all European and Asiatics normally resident 
in the Protectorate. The Bill now before you 
confines the operation of that Ordinance to 
Europeans and Asiatics who are British subjects 
or British protected persons. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 
The Bill was considered clause by clause. 


Tue Hoy. Mr. H. B. Winson: May I ask, 
having regard tothe Military Units Ordinance, 
whether the striking out of the words “British 
subject or British protected” has any effect on 
the present Bill ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: I think 
none atall. The Bill which was before us this 
morning dealt with the enlistment of male 
persons in military units. The amendment 
which we approved in Committee threw open 
the doors to any male person, whether he was 
a British subject or not, to enlist in those units. 
With regard to compulsory registration for 
national service, we have had to make this 
provision because representations have been 
made by Consuls of foreign countries that their 
nationals should not be compelled to register. 
If they offer themselves for service that is a 
different matter. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE EMPLOYMENT OF NATIVES 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE Hon. MR. E. SMITH moved the intro- 
duction and first reading of a Bill entitled an 
Ordinance to amend the Employment of Natives 
Ordinance and to carry out certain articles of 
an International Convention concerning the 
Regulation of Recruiting. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE Hon. Mr. E. SMITH moved that the Bill 
be read a second time and considered in Com- 
mittee. 


He said: This Bill, Sir, as its title implies, is 
designed to implement an International Con- 
vention adopted at the twentieth session of the 
International Labour Conference for the 
regulation of certain systems of recruiting 
workers. As a preface to my remarks I must 
stress that while a new Ordinance in place of 
the present principal Ordinance is under con- 
sideration this Bill deals solely with the matter 
of recruitment, which is a matter of some 
urgency since Government policy on this 
question has been modified to a certain extent, 
as was only to be expected since the principal 
Ordinance was passed twenty-nine years ago. 


The interpretation clause in this Bill gives a 
definition of the word “recruiting” which has 
been asked for by the Honourable the Unofticial 
Members and by District. Administrative Officers 
for some time past. Important provisions in 
the rule making powers (1) enable conditions of 
recruiting permits to be prescribed, (2) the 
prohibition of recruiting in any district or other 
area of the Protectorate, and prescribing the 
fees to be paid and the control of such fees. 
Other clauses of the Bill make provision for 
permits to recruit to be issued to fit and proper 
persons only, for assistants to recruiters to be 
approved by the District Commissioner and for 
regulating the operations of native recruiters. 
An important provision is that prohibiting 
Chiefs to be recruiting agents or to receive any 
remuneration or other special inducement for 
assistance in recruiting. Regulation is made for 
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the withdrawal of adult males both from the 
point of view of the effects on the social 
organisation of the population of the area 
concerned and the effect on established industries 
in the Protectorate. Every recruited native will 
be brought before a Magistrate for attestation 
and he will satisfy himself that the recruited 
native understands the exact nature of the 
contract. Adequate provision is also made for 
free transport, medical examination, repatriation 
and generally for the health and welfare of both 
recruited workers and their families if they are 
allowed to accompany them to the place of 
employment. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tair Bowie: The form 
in which this Bill is now cast has been before 
the committees of public bodies for some time 
and, as far as I know, it is accepted. Therefore 
I do not wish to enter into any discussion on it. 
It has taken two years to reduce it to the form 
in which it now appears. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 
The Bill was considered clause by clause. 


Tue Hon. AND RIGHT REV. THE BISHOP OF 
NYASALAND: There is one question. Who is 
the authorising party ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: The 
employer.

THE Hon. Mr. E. SMITH moved that the 
Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read # third time and passed. 


THE TRADING WITH THE ENEMY BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to impose penalties for 
Trading with the Enemy, to make provision as 
respects the property of enemies and enemy 
subjects, and for purposes connected with the 
matters aforesaid. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: This Bill is based on the United 
Kingdom Act and requires little introductory 
explanation. 


The first clause of any importance is clause 8 
which makes provision for the award of heavy 
penalties to persons who enter into commercial, 
financial or other relations with the enemy. 
The penalties which may be imposed are high 
but I do not think that any Member of this 
Council will consider any punishment too harsh 
for @ person who in any manner assists the 
enemy to prosecute this war. 


Clause 5 (1) gives the Governor power to 


order the inspection of the books of any named 
person if it is considered necessary in order to 
ascertain that the provisions of the law are 
being complied with. Further wide powers, 
which in normal times would not even be 
contemplated by the Legislature of any country, 
are given by sub-section (2) of that section. 
This sub-section gives to the Governor power 
to authorise a person to supervise a business if 
he considers it necessary in order to ensure that 
the business is conducted in a proper manner 
and not to the detriment of the Allies. 


Clause 9 covers a subject for which we 
have provided by subsidiary legislation made 
under the Emergency Powers Legislation already 
in force in the Protectorate. We found, how- 
ever, that our subsidiary legislation was not 
sufficiently elastic and did not cover every point 
which we wished to cover in connection with 
the control of enemy property. 

When this Bill becomes law it will be for the 
Government to consider what rules, if any, may 
be repealed. 


The clauses I have not specifically mentioned 
deal mostly with procedure and I think require 
no explanation at this stage. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 
The Bill was considered clause by clause. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REV. THE BISHOP 
OF NYASALAND: With regard to Clause 9, at 
the termination of hostilities what becomes of 
the property transferred to the Custodian ? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: The 
Custodian holds the property as a trustee. It 
is doubtful what will happen to it eventually. 


His EXCELLENCY: In the case of the last 
war it was bought back mostly, as far as real 
estate was concerned, by the original owners or 
others of the same nationality. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: We 
want to avoid what happened elsewhere at the 
end of the last war when enemy property was 
sold for a mere song and fell into undesirable 
hands. 


THE HON. AND RIGHT REY. THE BISHOP 
OF NYASALAND: My Mission took over certain 
property in Tanganyika during the last war 
which we held until we suddenly heard not long 
ago that it had to be returned. I think that 
provision should be made for the payment of 
compensation for money expended on such 
property. Supposing a Custodian takes over 
property during the present war, what will 
happen to the property at the end of the war? 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: We 
take charge meanwhile and prevent it {rom 
being made use of for the benefit of the enemy. 
Acting as a trustee a person must not act in 
any improper manner with regard to that 
property; he cannot convert it to his own use 
or that of anybody else. It is the property. 
of the enemy and meanwhile the Custodian 
exercises control over it. That does not neces- 
sarily mean that the former owner will get his 
solve property back; he may get the value 
of it.

THE MINING (AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to amend the Mining 
Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a second time and consider- 
ed in Committee. 


He said: This Bill amends paragraphs (hb) 
and (k) of section 14 of the Mining Ordinance, 
1987, so as to provide for the control of 
activities under a prospecting right on 

(a) Government land or land in the vicinity 

of Governnent lund, and 


(b) privately owned land or land in the neigh- 
bourhood of such privately owned land. 


As the 1987 Ordinance stands both types of 
land are referred to in the two paragraphs 
previously mentioned. This amendment will 
make the position more clear as each paragraph 
will relate to one class of land only. 


Tue Hon. Mr. Tait BowIE: The amend- 
ments have had quite a lot of discussion and 
have been agreed to by the delegates who were 
appointed to consider the matter. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL moved 
that the Bill be read a third time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of a Bill 
entitled an Ordinance to appropriate the sum of 
eight hundred and seventy-nine thousand, one 
hundred and thirty-one pounds to the service of 
the year ending on the 31st December, 1940. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: I had not intended to say very 
much on this Bill and with that object in view 
[ wrote a memorandum of some length, but 
circumstances haye intervened which render it 
Necessary for me to say a few words. 


Honourable Members are aware of the gap 
between revenue and expenditure resulting from 
war conditions, and of the measures prupcsed to 
close that gap. These measures have met with 
the approval of the Standing Committee on 
Finance and are detailed in my covering 
memorandum, which is laid on the Table. 
Correspondence has passed between Your 
Excellency and the Secret of State regarding 
the proposed increase in the rate of Income 
Tax on Companies and in a telegram just 
received the Secretary of State has agreed to 
accept our proposals. He has already signified 
his assent to the proposed increases in the 
Customs tariff and the second telegram resolves 
our revenue difficulties. 


But there is still one difliculty—expenditure. 
We were instructed by the Secretary of State 
to make every possible effort to meet our share 
of the cost of pay and allowances of the forces 
raised in East Africa. We had no idea what 
that expenditure was likely to be. I endea- 
voured to get an estimate when I was in 


Nairobi recently but no information was 
available there. Last week we were told 
that if we did meet our share in full it 


might be as much as £90,000 or £100,000 in 
1940. The Budget now under consideration 
provides a sum of £56,200 only. There is, 
however, a possibility that it may be less than 
£56,000 as we have just received a message 
from Sir Donald Mackenzie-Kennedy dealing 
with @ proposal that we should pay the sum 
provided for in the 1939 estimates, plus 25 per 
cent. If that proposal is accepted by the 
Secretary of State we shall have to pay about 
£28,000 instead of £56,000 in 19140 and we shall 
have some £28,000 to play with. As we do not 
yet know what the answer to that proposal is 
likely to be I think the only thing we can do is 
to proceed with this Bill. 


THe Hon. Mr. W. Tarr Bowle: Your 
Excellency, under the e rordinary conditions 
in which we are met to-day I feel it would be a 
little out of place if the Unofticial Members 
were to debate the estimates in the ordinary 
way, but certain references, particular and 
general, must be made. 


Before otfering any criticism, I desire to state 
that I, and I believe Lam speaking for the other 
Unofticial Members, accept the — taxation 
increases but on the distinct understanding 
that the increased taxation is an emergency 
measure and is to be continued only during such 
time as the emergency necessitating the 
increases lasts. 

We desire the assurance of the Government 
that when the particular conditions necessi- 
tating this increased taxation disappear the 
whole system of taxation will again be reviewed 
and none of the proposals now dealt with and 
accepted will be considered as applicable on a 
return to normal. 


Dealing shortly with the Budget; with the 
exception of the refunding of the seigniorage 
and the war expenditure, the estimated revenue 
reccipts shew a small surplus over ordinary and 
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extraordinary expenditure, but as the Financial 
Secretary has pointed out, no attempt has been 
made to provide even in a small way for the 
public debt charges which, in round figures, are 
approximately a quarter of a million per annum. 
These must continue to be borne by the 
Imperial Treasury. 

It has been explained to us that the under- 
lying principle or policy adopted is that the 
normal activities of the Protectorate should 
continue. Social services, especially those 
social services to the natives, should be uncur- 
tailed, and an effort made to increase production. 


It is on the maintenance of the present 
industries and on the increase in production 
that the increased taxation can be obtained. I 
have already mentioned that it is not my 
intention to indulge in criticism in detail, hut I 
consider it necessary to refer to certain items 
and to press certain points of policy. 


While the Budget has been drawn to enable 
the country to carry on as though in normal 
times, every effort must be made to achieve 
reductions under every head of the estimated 
expenditure. 

One item to which I direct special attention 
is the estimate for the passages of civil servants. 
In 1939 the estimate for passages amounted to 
£17,920. The estimate for 1940 comes to 
£27,283, an increase of £9,890. There has been 
an increase in the cost of passages due to the 
addition of 33 per cent by shipping companies, 
but the increased figure in the Budget shews 52 
per cent above the 1939 estimate. 


By visualizing a longer term of tour during 
the abnormal conditions pertaining, I suggest 
that a reduction is indicated and a further 
reduction might result if some of the necessary 
leaves were taken in neighbouring countries 
instead of overseas. 

IT have already stated that the policy which 
has been accepted is that production should be 
maintained. There are two classes of produc- 
tion in the country. Production of economic 
crops by workers receiving wages und the 
production of crops by peasant industry. Both 
methods are of the utmost importance but 
neither call for priority in treatment. In the 
urge to increase production it must be recognised 
that the worker for wages 1s as important a unit 
to the country as is the peasant producer. This 
fact ought to be self-evident, but on more than 
one occasion [ have found it unecessary to direct 
the attention of the Government to a policy 
which appears to be directed against the 
encouragement of crops won by the work of 
wages-carners, 

In seeking to increase peasant production the 
first effort should be directed towards those 
crops which in the past gave promises of revenue. 


Certain figures have been placed before me in 
regard to cotton. They are rather appalling. 
If the tigures are correct, and I have no reason 
to believe that they are not, we have in respect 
of the production of cotton in the Lower River 
Valley a disturbing position. I speak now of 
values, more especially in connection with the 
money coming into the hands of natives, as on 
the circulation of this to a great extent depends 
the receipts anticipated from the proposed 
increased taxation. These figures indicate that 
in 1935 the cash passing into the hands of 


natives in respect of cotton from the Lower 
River was £59,900. In 1988 the money received 
by natives was cstimated at £22,599 while the 
estimate for 1939 is entered at £5,000. These 
figures present an appalling picture, a reduction 
of more than £54,000 in the native purchasing 
power in one area during the years 1985 to 1939. 
This position, I take it, has the attention of the 
Director of Agriculture, and it will be interest- 
ing to know what reasons are attributed for this 
state of affairs. It has been suggested that this 
large decrease is not due wholly to reduction 
in values but may be partly due to regulations 
with regard to planting, to the method of seed 
distribution, and to the quantity and quality of 
the seed issued. To a certain extent climatic 
conditions and the flooding of certain areas 
contributed. But whatever the causes are an 
authoritative statement to explain the position 
should be made, followed by an endeavour to 
resuscitate an industry which is essentially a 
native one. The reductions are not limited to 
the native spending power but are reficcted in 
railway receipts and ginnery fees. 


With regard to tobacco, I understand there 
was also afall in production. The Chairman of 
Tobacco Auctions Limited has made a state- 
ment that the prices paid for native produced 
tobacco last year were higher than in the 
previous year, but the price to the native was 
no higher. The comparatively low price to the 
native producer has been, in some quarters, 
attributed to the heavy cost of the operations 
of the Tobacco Board. I understand that a 
great deal of the reduction in the production 
was in the Southern Province due to Native 
Authorities, presumably acting on Government 
or Tobacco Board instructions, impressing on 
native growers the necessity of restriction in 
order to raise prices. Now restriction of products 
with the object of maintaining a fair economic 
return to the producer and at the same time 
ensuring a fair economic cost to the consumer 
is justified, but a beneficial effect from such 
restrictions can only be obtained if the restric- 
tions and control are national or international. 
The restriction of tobacco in Nyasaland with 
the object of increasing the price in Nyasaland 
will result in the increase of production in such 
territories as Uganda and Tanganyika and in 
such countries as India with the ultimate 
ousting of Nyasaland from its once premier 
position in regard to fired and air cured tobacco. 


I do not intend to pursue this matter further. 
I have referred to two of the main products 
because I think attention to these now might 
have possibly a better economic effect on the 
country than the search for new products. 
New products must be sought after, but old 
and tried products should be encouraged. The 
production of maize is one that could with 
advantage be increased. 


I desire to sound a note of warning in con- 
nection with the urge to increase production. 
The warning is, do not lightly destroy that 
capital asset represented by the indigenous 
timber of the country. It is a pitiful sight to 
see the blackened hillsides with the ash of the 
destroyed timber lying like bleached skeletons 
on a dreary waste. This can be seen to-day in 
some parts of the country. 
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There are two special heads of expenditure to 
which I must refer. One is the refund of 
the seigniorage to the Rhodesian Government. 
This is coming out of surplus funds and the 
Financial Secretary has explained the position. 
I feel, however, Ll cannot refrain from referring 
to the advice given by the unofficials in the past 
to the effect that it should never have appear- 
ed in general revenue as it always was in the 
nature of a suspended liability. I agree that 
Nyasaland should become a member of the 
Rhodesian Currency Board. My main reason 
for agreement is because I consider that this is 
one of the steps towards that amalgamation on 
which Nyasaland’s future successful develop- 
ment depends. I do not presume to express 
a considered opinion on the advantage or 
disadvantage of small currency boards. I 
rather favour a common Imperial currency, 
but as the suggestion that Nyasaland become a 
partuer in the Rhodesian Board has received 
the approval of the Lords of the Treasury I 
accept the step without fear. As a matter of 
interest, however, I would like to hear what 
the Financial Secretary has to say about the 
circulation of Imperial silver in the Protectorate. 
Once Nyasaland becomes a full member of 
the Rhodesian Currency Board, has Imperial 
coinage to be demonitized? If so, I would like 
to know if an estimate of the possible loss or 
cost to the Protectorate has been made. 


The crucial item of extraordinary expenditure 
is on the Military vote. I agree with the 
Financial Secretary that it is impossible to 
enter with any degree of accuracy an estimated 
figure. I understand that the arrangements 
at present are that the whole expenditure of 
the Southern Brigade is pooled and that Nyasa- 
land contributes one-sixth towards that pooled 
expenditure. Here lam alittle doubtful whether 
this pooled expenditure is that of Tanganyika 
and Nyasaland or whether it is the total expendi- 
ture of the Central African Protectorates, 
Crown Colonies and Mandated Territories. I 
am unable, at the moment, to criticise, but 
I must state that the expenditure under the 
head of Military will come in for great criticism, 
intelligent and unintelligent, and I wish to 
press the point that where and when criticism 
is offered it is offered in the spirit of helpful- 
ness, and never should it be considered that it 
is a reflection on the judgment of the Higher 
Command or a slight on that Command. I do 
not hold with the view which some have put 
forward, that because certain eventualities 
which were expected did not occur the necd 
of the organization to meet these or other 
eventualities has disappeared. We are still 
waiting on the result of diplomatic moves which 
may change the present apparent position 
aud render the maintenance of the original 
organization necessary, but here as everywhere 
efticiency based on care and economy must be 
the aim. More than one person has drawn my 
attention to the quotation in “Kast Africa and 
Rhodesia” appearing over the name of Mr. 
Francis W. Hirst :— 

“very individual doing useful, productive 
“work, who is lured by a high wage or salary 
“into a snug but useless billet, becomes a 
“burden.” 


Every effort must be directed to see that no 


snug and uscles billets exist here, and if they 
do they must cease. 


Tt is essential at this moment that the will- 
ing co-operation and help of all is obtained and 
eritici can be helpful, more especially if it 
is criticism founded on knowledge. For this 
reason I ask that those bodies which have been 
formed, and those bodies which may yet be 
formed, be kept well and fully advised on all 
proposals in so far as that is possible without 
embarrassing the decisions and operations of 
the Higher Command. 


Those members of the public of Nyasaland 
who were in Nyasaland during the last war 
have a lively recollection of what was consider- 
ed to be great and unnecessary extravagance. 
Thus, when criticisms are offered now, and 
when questions are asked, I trust that the 
Command in Nyasaland and the Higher Com- 
mand will realise that such criticisms and such 
questions are being made and put with the 
object of trying to prevent a repetition of the 
mistakes of the past. 


One of the main sources of extravagance in 
the last war appeared to the public to be due to 
the method and manner in which expenditure 
on mechanical equipment was incurred and in 
some quarters a fear now exists that some of 
the mistakes of the past may be repeated. In 
fact it has been suggested that some of these 
mistakes have been repeated already in con- 
nection with the ordering and assembling of 
motor vehicles. I think it is not only reasonable 
but it is the duty of the Unofficial Members of 
Council to ask that all particulars with regard 
to recent orders of motor vehicles be put before 
them so that they may be in a position to form 
an opinion as to why vehicles from a foreign 
source were apparently preferred to those of 
Empire origin. All particulars of cost to the 
Nyasaland Government or the Military Command 
in respect of such purchases should be accessible 
so that no possible suspicion can arise or be 
harboured that the utmost care has not been 
taken to protect the interest of the tax payers. 


On the outbreak of hostilities a principle was 
laid down by the Imperial Government and the 
people of Great Britain that just as no effort 
would be spared in the prosecution of the war, 
so sbould no efforts be spared in the elimination 
of all possible causes of waste. To this end has 
been set up a national committee to enquire into 
war expenditure. Thus the remarks I have 
just made I consider are the natural outcome of 
this determination and procedure. 


While I do not suggest at the moment that 
any new bodies be set up, I feel that the time is 
now ripe when the Unoflicial Members should 
co-operate more closely in the administration of 
the country. This can, in my opinion, only be 
done by the co-opting of unofficials to the 
Executive Council. This suggestion has been 
made not only by the Nyasaland public, but by 
Commissions who have examined the position of 
the Administration. If this is done then the 
fiction that the unofficials are part of the 
administrative body would become a fact, and 
information of a delicate and secret nature 
would be known thus enabling the proffering of 
more reasoned and intelligent criticism and 
advice. 
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I have no intention of criticising in detail the 
proposed taxation increases. At the outset 
I said that we are agreeing to them, but 
agreeing on the distinct understanding that 
‘these increases are for emergency purposes and 
this agreement on no account is to be taken to 
mean that we recognize that they are anything 
but emergency measures, to cease when the 
emergency calling for them disappears. The 
burden is great. The Financial Secretary 
estimates that the increases direct and indirect 
are equal to £25 per head on the Kuropean 
population; this increase added to the rate per 
head previously stated by the Government 
brings the rate per head to £84. Iam accepting 
the Financial Secretary’s statement, although 
I consider the per capita burden might be 
stated higher. 


The suggestion by the Financial Secretary 
that any surplus that may be obtained during 
the year through decreased expenditure or 
increased revenue should be donated to the 
Imperial Government has my approval, although 
it is really only in the nature of a gesture as 
unfortunately we are very much a grant-in-aid 
Protectorate totally unable to face the interest 
on the colossal public debt with its relative 
commitments. 


THE Hon. Mr. A. B. Witson: It will 
relieve your minds to hear that I do not propose 
to address you at any great length. Realising 
that this meeting of the Legislative Council 
would be rather a prolonged one Mr. Tait Bowie 
and myself pooled our ideas. Mr. Tait Bowie 
has made the speech—I merely re-echo it. 
I especially re-echo his statement that we 
accept this taxation as inevitable and that we 
accept it willingly in a sense; that is to say, we 
have to; but I hope that it will be made 
perfectly clear that this emergency legislation 
will be repealed when the occurrences caused 
by the emergency itself have ceased to operate, 
and that there will be no necessity for the 
Unofficial Members themselves to come to this 
Council and ask that the emergency taxation be 
reduced. 


THE HON. CapTaiIn W. H. Evans: I have 
no wish to occupy the time of this Council in 
criticising the Budget. All that I wish to say 
is that I agree entirely with Mr. Tait Bowie and 
I look upon this increased taxation—which 
I will not say it is our privilege to bear as we 
have to bear it—as a war necessity, and I hope 
at the first favourable opportunity you will take 
steps to reduce it. 


With regard to Mr. Tait Bowie’s remarks 
about cotton, Mr. Blunt, I am afraid, must be 
bored with the word “cotton”. My opinion is 
that the cause of the very low yield on the 
lower river is the old one of seed. 


THE Hon. Mr. P. W. SKERRETT: Iam also 
a party to the address which the Honourable 
the Senior Unofficial Member has just delivered 
aud like the other Unofficial Members of this 
Council I entirely agree with it. I would have 
liked to have seen a scparate Bill for this 
emergency taxation, and I do not think it would 
have been beyond the powers of the Honourable 
the Acting Chief Secretary to have prepared it, 
because there is always this behind our minds; 
an existing Governor is not able to make 
promises for any future Governor, and if such 


taxation could have been prepared with a 
provision that it should become nul and void 
after the duration of the war, and a suitable 
period to get over the effects, then I think we 
would have felt perhaps a little safer. 


The Honourable the Senior Unofficial Member 
has drawn the Council's attention to pro- 
duction. He has mentioned cotton. We have 
talked of cotton in this Council, we have talked 
about it in the Economic Council and in various 
committees. There is one fact or figure which 
I would like to put before you. -In 1935 the 
production per pound of seed was 8.1 lbs. In 
1937 it was 3.2 Ibs. and in 1938 8.38 lbs. Why 
has this production so gravely deteriorated ? 
What has the Empire Cotton Growing Corpora- 
tion done for us in all the years that they 
have been experimenting here? The point is, 
as the Honourable the Senior Unofficial Member 
has stated, this country is suffering a very 
severe loss in revenue as the Honourable the 
the Acting Chief Secretary will find to his cost 
when be commences to collect hut tax in the 
Lower River Valley, and where is he going to 
get his import duties if the storekeepers there 
are unable to make sales ? 


His ExceLLeNcy: I propose in the first 
place to call upon Mr. Blunt to reply to the 
criticisms of the production programme. 


THE Hon. Mr. D. L. BuuNtT: Sir, I am very 
glad to have this opportunity of replying to the 
criticism of Unofticial Members as voiced by 
the Honourable Mr. Tait Bowie regarding the 
question of production of our main economic 
crops. 


The Hon. Mr. Tait Bowie started by speaking 
about the discouragement of production by 
means of paid workers. That was a_ point 
which was put before the Tobacco Commission, 
of which I had the honour to be Chairman, by 
several people in connection with the production 
of tobacco. The Commission went fully into 
the point and neither the other members nor I 
could find that there had at any time been any 
discouragement by Government or by any 
department of Government of that type of 
production. It may be that there has been less 
direct and active encouragement of that type. 
There has possibly been less money spent on it, 
but I would assure Honourable Members of this 
Council that I am quite positive there has 
never been any idea in the mind of Government 
since I have been in the country to discourage 
that class of production. 


The next matter that has been referred to by 
Members of Council is the question of cotton on 
the Lower River. Now they and I have talked 
a great deal about cotton on the Lower River 
within the last few weeks or months. I do not 
propose to go at length into the question 
because [ think they know my views, but I 
would like to say this, that, in spite of all that 
has been said and in view of all the 
examinations that have been made of this 
question, I am prefectly satisfied that the 
falling off of cotton production in that arca is 
in the main due to the incidence of insect pests. 
There are many other contributory causes; one 
of these is undoubtedly low prices. When I 
say low prices I really mean low returns to the 
grower. His yields have gone down and his 
price has been low also and he has not got 
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much for his year's work. The main reason, I 
am certain, why yields have gone down is 
because we have not yet got any reasonable 
contro! over the red boll worm. We know 
from counts that have been made in the past 
year or so that we lose at least 70% of the bolls 
formed on the plant from this cause. Further 
to that we have suffered extremely severely 
this year from internal boll rots of cotton, 


which are caused by bacterial and fungus 
diseases introduced by another insect, the 
stainer, and while I admit that cotton 


production during this season has been really 
disastrous yet I am perfectly certain that these 
two causes are the two main causes. I do not 
say they are the only causes, there are many 
others, but I feel certain that those I have 
mentioned are the main ones. 


I pass on to the question of tobacco. It was 
stated correctly that the prices paid this year 
for tobacco grown on Trust Land were higher 
than last year. It was also stated that there 


was no improvement in the price to the 
producer. That second statement is only 
partly correct. There was certainly no 


improvement in the price paid to the producer 
in the Southern Province, and we are going to 
see the effects of that in the coming crop, but 
higher prices were paid from mid-season and 
were effective as far as the producer in the 
Northern Province was concerned. He got 
considerably better prices than he did in the 
previous year, and this is reflected in the fact 
that there is no lack of applications to grow 
tobacco in the Northern Province this year; 
the applications have increased over last year. 
I agree with the statement that Southern 
Province prices were lower and this is shown in 
the reduction of registrations in the Southern 
Province. 


Reference was also made to the question of 
restriction of production. The Native Tobacco 
Board has for the past four years controlled 
production, particularly in the Northern Pro- 
vince, and it has had that policy urged on it by 
those who are well qualified to know the 
position of the tobacco market at home. The 
Tobacco Commission went into this question 
and came to the conclusion that there 
was a limited market for our dark fired 
tobacco and the Commission suggested that 
whereas it would be fatal to try and limit 
production to the exact requirements of the 
market at home, yet it would be equally foolish 
to produce considerably more than the market 
could absorb. The Native Tobacco Board has 
for the past few years endeavoured to relate 
production to requirements. 


The Honourable Mr. Tait Bowie referred to 
the question of new crops, and he pointed out 
very rightly that in any efforts we make to 
introduce new crops to this country we must 
beware not to destroy our valuable assets 
represented by the indigenous timber and good 
soils. That is a matter which has been 
occupying this Government for some years past. 
The question of soil erosion is an extremely 
serious one not only in this country and 
throughout the East African territories, but in 
the Western Hemisphere it is even worse 
I understand. Some three years ago an officer 
was specially seconded and trained in this 


question of soil erosion and he has been at work 
for a couple of years. He has had the assistance 
of the Agronomic Sub-committee of the Native 
Welfare Committee which consists of the heads 
of departincuts mainly concerned in the matter. 
The Sub-committee has, with the assistance of 
the Soil Erosion Officer, [ venture to say, 
achieved something but we have not achieved all 
that we would like, and before one can really 


reinstate the soil status of worked out land 
there is av tremendous lot of work to be done. 
We have to impress upon the native that he ha 
got to cultivate in a different manner. He has 
to put in a lot of work and various other 
improved methods of cultivation, and with the 
help of the departments concerned and with the 
active support of the Administration we are 
getting some realisation by the native cultivator 
of the need for that kind of work, but it is the 
kind of work, Tam afraid, that goes very slowly. 
We have, however, devised a standard programme 
which consists of a number of simple palliatives 
which may be put into operation without 
expecting too much from the native cultivator 
and Government has instructed all officers 
connected in any way with the land that that 
standard programme is to be put into effect as 
far as possible and that, together with the other 
work being done by the Agricultural, Forestry 
and Veterinary departments, will before long 
have the effect of beginning to restore some of 
the lost fertility to which reference has been 


made. | 
THE HON. TUR ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
1 


The Honourable Mr. Tait Bowie has referred to 
the taxation proposals. In that connection 
I would refer Honourable Members to paragraph 
23 of the memorandum on the draft estimates 
which has been laid on the Table. When I was 
in Nairobi it was suggested by the Financial 
Secretaries of certain other fast African terri- 
tories that this emergency taxation should be 
covered by one all-embracing Ordinance but 
some thought that the Income Tax Ordinance 
could not be so covered. 1 believe the Honour- 
able the Attorney-General holds that view. In 
uny case we fell that it would be better if instead 
of covering the new taxation proposals by one 
Ordinance which would prescribe a period 
during which both Government and the public 
would be precluded from suggesting any revision 
of taxation, it would be better if we left 
ourselves and the Unoflicial Members free to 
raise the question whenever circumstances 
might permit. Itcan be said truthfully of this 
Council that we have no intention of retaining 
these increases in taxation any longer than we 
ean help, but we feel that it might well be 
impossibie to undertake to reconsider the matter 
after the lapse of any specified interval after the 
war is over, for we do not kuow what the 


economic circumstances of the country are 
likely to be. 
I now come to the question of passages. 


Owing to the increase in the cost of passages 
the estimates for 1940 have been raised by 
approximately £7,000. We have considered the 
suggestion that oflicers should take their leave 
in South Africa and some of them are doing so 
with Government’s encouragement. As — to 
longer tours it will be appreciated that all 
establishments of Government are manned with 
a@ reserve for leave purposes. For example, a 
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department with eight posts needs ten officers; 
and this provides for two to be on leave at one 
time. If leave is postponed there igs waste of 
man power and the consensus of medical 
opinion is that you do not get very much out of 
itin the end. It is true that in the long run 
there may be an actual monetary saving but the 
true saving is not so great as one might suppose. 


The next question is that of seigniorage. Iam 
inclined to agree with the Honourable Mr. 
Tait Bowie that this money should not have 
come into revenue, but as it did it must be paid 
out through expenditure. Iam unable to say 
what will be the cost of repatriating British 
silver or even whether it will be repatriated. 
That is a question which is at present under 
consideration by the Secretary of State. 


As to military expenditure, I must inform 
Honourable Members that we in Nyasaland 
have no control over it. That expenditure is 
dictated from Nairobi, and so long as the local 
military authorities observe the instructions 
of the General Officer in Command we have 
no Voice in the matter. 


Now as to the vehicles ordeved; steps were 
taken to see that they were the right vehicles 
and were purchased in the right manner. After 
the purchase of these vehicles had been effected 
Government set up a purchasing sub-committee 
of the Economic Council to ensure that all 
purchases are rightly placed end economically 
arranged. 


On the question of appointing Unofticial 
Members to serve on Hxecutive Council, I 
should mention that Sir Donald Mackenzie- 


KXennedy has already recommended that two 
Unofficial Members should be so appointed. 
No final decision has yet been reached. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. Winson: Might Task 
the Director of Agriculture to reply about the 
future of cotton as distinct from his remarks 
about the past ? 


THE Tion. Mr. D. L. Buunr: T would not 
like to prophesy on the future of the cotton 
industry. Therefore I hesitate to say very 
much, but I am firmly convinced of the fact 
that the intensive work that is being carried 
out by the entomological staff of the Kmpire 
Cotton Growing Corporation in this country is 
bound in due course to produce a solution of 
the two particular pests which [ have stated 
are the main cause in the falling off of our 
cotton crop. ‘The entomologist was posted here 
about 18 months ago to work on the red boll 
worm, and although much work had already 
been done he has gone beyond what we knew 
before, and it appears to me from = recent 
discussions with him that he is on the way to 
finding a solution of our difficulties in regard to 
red boll worm. 


With regard to the other pest, stainers, the 
entomologist who has been specially appointed 
to work on that pest arrived in this country 
last week. He is still in Zomba and he is going 
to start work immediately. Some preliminary 
work has already been done for him and no 
time will be lost and I feel confident that the 
main insect pests of cotton will eventually yield 
to measures which it will be possible to devise 
to combat them. 


I feel sure that Honourable Members would 
like some reference made to seed. I am not 
satisfied that sced is as much responsible for 
the falling off of our cotton crop as is often 
suggested but I will admit that there is room 


for considerable improvement in our sced 
supplies. 
Honourable Members who are members 


of the Economic Council will be aware that 
we are hoping to get a quantity of a new 
type of seed to try out on large scale 
experiments. I myself do not expect too much 
from that, but I have hopes and I am certain 
that, should that seed not do what we hope, we 
shall in due course get an improved seed which, 
combined with freedom of attack from these 
pests, will put our cotton up far beyond 
the 1985 crop, and while I mention the 19385 
crop I would like to point out that that year 
was our record year of production. 1938 in 
actual fact was very little behind it in produc- 
tion by tonnage of cotton although it does not 
appear to be so on the export figures for two 
reasons. One reason was that an unknown 
quantity, but certainly a large quantity, was 
sold in Portuguese territory and was never 
recorded in our Customs returns. The other 
reason was that it was a year of low prices and 
the value considerably less than it was in 1985, 
thereby reducing the financial return for that 
cotton. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON asked if the 
papers relating to the cost of military vehicles 
could be placed before them. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
I would ask that notice be given of that question. 


His EXcELLENCY: I would suggest to the 
Honourable Member that that should have been 
made the subject of a question to the Clerk so 
that a special place could have been provided for 
it in the Order of the Day. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: Possibly I was 
wrong in having put the question in that way, 
but there is nothing to prevent me from putting 
it correctly at a later date. 


His EXcELLENCY: Before putting the quest- 
ion of the second reading to Honourable Members 
I should like to say a few words in winding up 
the debate. 


I appreciate the manner in which the Un- 
official Members of this Council have accepted 


the Government’s proposals both as regards 
expenditure and increased taxation. It is only 
what J would expect of them. The criticisms, 


such as there have been, have been constructive 
and made in no carping spirit. 


As regards the Senior Unoflicial Member's 
criticism of military expenditure, I would like to 
explain to this Council exactly how the military 
organisation functions. Twelve months before 
the emergency arose we had already in prepara- 
tion an extremely elaborate defence scheme 
formulated, as such a scheme must be, to meet 
every eventuality. The organisations needed to 
carry out that scheme were naturally in skeleton 
form long before they were brought into opera- 
tion. Certain eventualities have not materialised, 
other eventualities may still materialise. Until 
we are satisfied that all danger of these even- 
tualities materialising has passed away I suggest 
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that it is impossible to criticise military plans 
and preparations. That is a matter, as the 
Honourable the Acting Chief Secretary said, for 
the General Ofticer Commanding at Nairobi, but 
it is also a matter which goes even beyond his 
powers. He is directed by the War Office, and 
the War Office presumably is in touch with the 
situation. As soon as the situation warrants 
it, we can rely on them to take such steps as 
they may consider desirable to reconsider their 
organisation. 


The Honourable the Senior Unofficial Member 
suggested that by appointing Unofficial Members 
to Executive Council this Government would 
show its desire to take the unofficial community 
into its confidence. The Honourable the Senior 
Unofficial Member was not in the country when 
I decided to appoint the Economic Council and, 
as I said in my Address this morning, the 
Council was appointed for that very purpose. I 
am quite prepared to consider any 
suggestion that the Economic Council has not 
functioned efficiently or to accept any suggestions 
for improving the efficiency of its working, but 
I do maintain that, by this act, Government 
took the unofficial community completely into 
its confidence. We have meetings of the full 
Council, we have sub-committees and there is a 
purchasing board which regularises purchases. 
I am not concerned with whether it was too late 
to control any particular purchase which may 
have been mentioncd, but it is functioning now. 
There is a compensation board which is presided 
over by His Honour the Judge and which 
assesses compensation in cases of dispute. I do 
not think we could have done anything more 
than we have done having regard to the 
strenuous times in which we were working but 
there is no doubt that so far as Nyasaland is 
concerned the situation has materially changed. 
We were asked to be ready to provide a much 
larger number of native troops than we have 
actually been required to provide. The require- 
ments that we were asked to meet have now 
been met and I can assure you that it is the 
earnest wish of the General Ofticer Commanding 
that Nyasaland’s civil life should proceed with 
as little interruption as possible. 


I will now put the question that an Ordinance 
to appropriate the sum of eight hundred and 
seventy-nine thousand, one hundred and thirty- 
one pounds to the service of the year ending 
on the 81ist December, 1940, be read a 
second time. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 

THE Hox. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
I propose to resume the discussion on this Bill 
in Committee as soon as figures have been 
obtained which [ require for an amendment 
to section 2. 


Tue INCOME Tax (AMENDMENT) BILL. 
THE Hox. Tar ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of a 
Bill entitled an Ordinance to amend the Income 
Tax Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: You, Sir, and Honourable Members 
will be aware of the purpose of this Bill. We 
were asked by the Secretary of State to bear 
in mind the sacrifices that were being made by 
all sections of the community in the United 
Kingdom in order to finance the war, and we 
we wera asked to play our part too. Honourable 
Members have already discussed the Bill in 
Finance Committee with me and have expressed 
their agreement with its provisions. 


Clause 2 (a) of the Bill substitutes the words 
“one hundred and twenty five’ for “three 
hundred” in the present Ordinance. These 
figures relate to the abatements afforded in 
respect of the incomes of unmarried persons. 


Clause 2 (b) substitutes ‘two hundred and 
fifty” for “six hundred” in respect of abatements 
to married persons. 


Section 4 replaces and repeals section 19 
of the principal Ordinance. We have sub- 
stituted two rates of tax for the former 
numerous rates and it is now proposed that 
for the first £300 or part thereof of chargeable 
income the tax shall be at the rate of 1/- 
in the pound, and for every additional pound 
after the first £300 of chargeable income the 
tax shall be at the rate of 2/- in the pound. 
In addition, a surtax is proposed on all charge- 
able incomes in excess of £2,000. It is a 
graduated tax, so applied that on an income 
of £2,000 the charge is 1/8 in each of the 
last £500 and so on, rising to 10/- in the 
pound on all incomes of £50,000 or more. 


Section 5 amends section 20 of the principal 
Ordinance which now provides for a tax on 
companies at the rate of 2/6d in the pound. 
It is proposed to substitute tax at the rate 
of 8/9d in the pound, which is one-half the 
new rate of tax in the United Kingdom. There 
appears to have been some reluctance on the 
part of His Majesty's Government to agree 
to this, but to-day we have had a telegram 
saying that our proposals are accepted. 


I think Honourable Members are aware 
that in the case of a local company registered 
in the United Kingdom reciprocal arrangements 
exist whereby the tax paid in Nyasaland is 
recoverable in the United Kingdom by 
deduction from the tax payable there so that the 
Company, in fact, pays. in total no more than 
the full rate of tax payable in the United 
Kingdom. 

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a third time 
and passed. 

Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 
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THE NON-NATIVE PoLL Tax 
(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved the introduction and first reading of 
a Bill entitled an Ordinance to amend the 
Non-Native Poll Tax Ordinance. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a first time. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill be read a second time and 
considered in Committee. 


He said: In recommending the introduction 
of this Bill I felt some trepidation. As Honour- 
able Members are aware, the Poll Tax is borne 
by all male members of the non-native 
community and many of them are not too well 
off. We are now proposing to double the 
Poll Tax and, after mature consideration, we 
fee] that it is justified in these difficult times. 
It will be borne by many Indians and 
Missionaries whose incomes are small but it 
seemed right to Government that all sections 
of the community should participate in the 
common sacrifice. It is believed that this 
measure will not impose any hardship. I would 
ask, therefore, that this Bill be accepted. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a second time. 


Council in Committee. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause and 
adopted without amendment. 


Council resumed. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
moved that the Bill be read a third time and 
passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


THE APPROPRIATION BILL (RESUMED). 


Council in Committce. 


The Bill was considered clause by clause. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
In clause 2 one amendment has been made 
affecting the Education vote. You will remember 
that we sought the Secretary of State’s approval 
for a grant of £400 in 1939, and of further 
grants in subsequent years, for the building of a 
Roman Catholic secondary school in Zomba. 
That was omitted by inadvertence from the 
estimates. The grant has been promised and 
we propose to pay it. 


Tue Hon. Mr. H. B. Witson: I have only 
got one remark to make. The Publicity Vote is 
down to £100. I don’t wish to take 
exception to that in present circumstances, but if 
this war goes on I anticipate there will be an 
increased number of tourists coming to this 
country. We have so many people coming now 
in response to our advertisements that until we 
take steps to improve our hotel accommodation 
we cannot accept more. The premises of many 


of the hotels are not quite suitable for the type 
of visitor which we are so anxious to attract. 
Whether that will mean that we shall have to 
assist existing hotels or encourage other people 
to improve the standard of accommodation I 
cannot say but I am not altogether in agreement 
with the vote in its present form. 


Tne Hon. THe ACTING CHIEF SFECRETARY: 
As a result of discussion it has been decided to 
insert provision to enable Government to carry 
on with the water supply investigations under 
item 62 (B) of Head 34. We now propose to 
complete the scheme in 1940 and this alters the 
figure for 1940 from £2,709 to £3,348. 


We have also recommended to the Secretary 
of State that the mineralogical scheme shall be 
closed down. I should inform Honourable 
Members that we were asked by the Secretary 
of State to examine all Colonial Development 
Fund schemes with a view to seeing whether 
we could usefully economise on any of them 
and we have advised him that this scheme can 
be stopped. Expenditure, however, cannot be 
stopped at once as there are certain members of 
the staff who have to go home on leave and are 
entitled to leave pay: but we shall spend £300 
only in 1940 and nothing thereafter. The net 
result of our deliberations is that the total of 
the Appropriation Bill is changed from £879,181 
to £878,826. The only difference in our surplus 
balance is caused by the insertion of £400 for 
education, as Colonial Development) Fund 
schemes are covered by equivalent revenue. 


THE Hon. Mr. TaiT BOWIE: A wireless 
station was allowed for in the 1939 estimates 
but nothing appears in the estimates for 1940. 
I take it that the wireless station will be 
completed this year ? 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
At the moment we do not know when the 
station will be completed. Materials were 
ordered some time ago and building operations 
are proceeding as fast as _ possible. The 
estimates assume that the work will be 
completed this year but it may be necessary to 
revote unexpended funds next year. We have 
provided nothing in 1940 on either side of the 
estimates. 


THE Hon. Mr. Tait BowIrE: It appears to 
me that provision for a wireless station is of the 
utinost importance, if only asa military item. 
There is no intention at the present moment of 


holding it up? The work is going on at 
Chileka? Having provided nothing for 1940 


are you expecting it to be completed this year? 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
The money will be forthcoming. There is no 
question of the work being shelved. 


THE Hon. Mr. P. W. SKERRETT: The 
engine rooms ave in process of erection. Quite a 


lot of money has been spent and if it is not 
finished before the rains that expenditure 
will be wasted. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
We are doing all we can to expedite the work. 


His ExcELLency: I think the Council is 
entitled to an assurance that everything is being 
done for protection from the rains. 
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THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
said that he would speak to the Acting Director 
of Public Works about it. 


THE HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: There 
are five amendments: one in the long title, one 
in clause 2, one in clause 8, and two in the 
schedule — an addition of £400 under Education 
and a reduction of £705 under Colonial 
Development. 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
The total becomes £878,826 instead of £879,131. 


There is one other matter suggested in my 
memorandum namely that if we find ourselves 
with any appreciable accretion to our surplus 
we should make a free gift of it to His Majesty’s 
Government. I have not budgeted forthat. I 
propose that if we should make such gift we 
do so by special warrant. 


THE Hon. Mr. H. B. WILSON: You will 
not know the position until we are in 1941 
when the 1940 accounts are closed ? 


THE HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
That isso. I do not know how Honourable 
Members regard the proposal but I feel that if 
they accept it we should cover the expenditure 
in due course by special warrant. 


His EXcELLENCY: As a gesture does this 
Council feel disposed to accept the Financial 
Secretary's suggestion ? 

It means 


THE Hon. Mr. Tart BOWIE: 


nothing at all. 


Tue HON. THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL: As @ 
gesture it would be appreciated that we were 
doing our bit. 


THE Hon. MR. TaIT BOWIE: The Unofficial 
Members have accepted the suggestion made by 
the Financial Secretary. 


Tne HON. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY: 
I discussed this suggestion with you, Sir, 
before I went to Nairobi and I found that the 
Financial Secretaries of the other East African 
territories had the same thought in their minds 
and were proposing to take the same action. 
Whether they have since implemented that 
proposal or not I cannot say. 
We 


His EXCELLENCY: Very well. will 


make the gesture. 


Council resumed. 


Tne Hon. THE ACTING CHIEF SECRETARY 
moved that the Bill as amended be read a third 
time and passed. 


Seconded, put and carried, and the Bill was 
read a third time and passed. 


His EXcELLENCY: Before I ask the Hon- 
ourable the Acting Chief Secretary to move the 
adjournment may I suggest that, if we are going 
to make the gesture we were talking about just 
now, it might come better in the form of a 
Resolution moved by the Unofticial Members. 


THe Hon. Mr. Tait Bowie: I am not 
quite sure how that could be phrased. I should 
have thought it would have been quite sufficient 
if the gesture appeared in the Financial 
Secretary’s memorandum and also in the 
remarks we have made. I should not like to be 
more definite than that. ‘The home Government 
have agreed to our taxation proposals. We have 
asked the Imperial Government to hand over to 
us 1/3d in the pound of the tax on the profits of 
all Nyasaland companies who are registered at 
home. We are taking that money out of the 
Imperial Treasury and then, we say, we will 
hand back a sum if we can. 


I would like to leave it as indefinite as possible.
